Relative to Cars of Waltham Company Entering the Boston Subway

You h.ive called the .ittention of this company to a stenographic report of a statement made by Mr. Frcdf 
C. Hinds, President of the Waltham Street Railway Company, before the Board of Aldermen of the City oE 
Newton last evening, in wliich Mr. Hinds is quoted as saying, “Within a very few days the Boston & Woices- 
ter have mtide a contract with the Boston Elevated Railway Company, which is unlimited in the number of 
cars that go into Boston in the subw.iy, and the cars of the Waltham road will go there the same as theirs,” 

I beg to S!ty that the Boston Elevated Railway Company has made no contract, either directly with the 
Waltham Street Railway Company or with any other corporation or individual, by which the cars of that com- 
pany are to be run either by tlie Boston Elevated Railw.iy Company or otherwise upon the tracks belonging tto 
or leased hy the Boston Elevated Railway, and the statement above referred to absolutely incorrect. 

On June 12 th, last, a tentative contract, conditioned upon a future agreement in regard to compensation^ 
was made by the Boston Elevated Railway Company with the Boston & Worcester Street Railway Company, 
represented by Mr. James F. Shaw. Under that tentative agreement the Elevated Road is to take four cars an 
hour, belonging to the Boston & Worcester Street Railway Company and equipped in compliance with the- 
suggestions of the Elevated Company, from the boundary line between Newton and Brookline over the tracks 
leased by the Elevated Road into Park Square, Boston, provided the business warrants such a schedule; and in 
order to put us in a position of carrying out that agreement, if made, we agreed to ask for locations for curves 
and to order the special work necessary. 

It was suggested at the interview, by us, that it was desirable for the Boston .k Worcester Street Rail- 
way Company to consider whether or not it would be wise to take cars of the Boston & Worcester Street Rail- 
way Company operating over a portion of its line into the subway by another route, and ^tr. Shaw agreed to 
consider the suggestion. 

No final agreement was made, the important provision of compensation was undetermined, and no 
agreement was m.ade except for the operation of the Boston & Worcester cars over our tracks.

Seven Hour Session Caused by Street Railway Loca- 
tion in Waban— The Waitnam Co. Favored. 

Sharp Contest over Drain in Ward 6— Important Hearings Affect- 
inK Boylston 5t. to be Held July 21. 


The meeting: of the aldermen last 
Monday cveninff was a record breaker 
as to lenpth, adjournment not being; 
reached until 2.30 o'clock Tuesday 
morninp. 

President Weed called to order at 
7.4S p. m. and Aldermen Pakcr, 
Barber, Brown, Carter, Chesley. Day. 
Enaifjn, Hubbard, Hutchinson, Kim- 
ball, Lothrop, Mellen, Pond, Pulsi- 
fer, Saltonstall, Trowbridj^c, Webster 
.and Weldon were pre.sent. 

A communication from the Mayor 
relative to various acts of the Legis- 
lature afTecting Newton was read and 
Hied. 

A communication from the Street 
Commissioner relative to completion 
of the Hammond brook improvement 
-under the betterment act was referred 
to the Assessors and the Committee 
•on Public Work. 

PETITIONS.

Alderman Weldon desired immedi- 
ate and favorable action on the peti- 
tion of Geo.

Alderman Ensign believed 
in being careful about these licenses 
and thought they should be considered 
by a committee and made a motion 
fo that effect. 

Alderman Trowbridge explained the 
location of the place and said that 
former applications had been refused, 
lie also called attention to the fact 
that Nonantum square already had 
four places of this character. 

Alderman Hubbard said that the 
petitioner was fully within the law 
governing common victuallers and 
believed that the board was bound to 
grant the license under those condi- 
tions.

Wahsington, Beacon and Wood- 
ward streets for the proposed location 
of the Waltham street railway com- 
pany was referred to the committee of 
the whole on motion of Alderman 
Ensign, together with all other papers 
relating to the Waban street railway 
location. 

A communication was then read 
from the Waltham St. Rwy. Co. 
stating that it would accept the loca- 
tion as recommended by the Public 
Franchise committee. 

The report of the Public Franchise 
committee recommending that leave 
to withdraw be granted on the peti- 
tion of the B. & W. St. Rwy. Co. for 
a location in Dedham. Parker, Cy- 
press and Centre streets, but stating 
it to be the opinion of the committee 
that a street railway was needed be- 
tween Oak Hill and Newton High- 
lands was assigned for the first meet- 
ing in September on motion of Aider- 
man Mellon. 

Alderman Brown presented the re- 
port of the Rules Committee recom- 
mending that the Mayor be author- 
ized to arrange for a suitable celebra- 
tion of Old Home Week. In reply 
to questions Alderman Brown said 
that the Mayor has an available ap- 
propriation, and without definite 
figures as to expense, which in any 
event will be small, it seemed best 
to leave the Mayor free in the matter. 

Alderman Mellen thought the sub- 
ject demanded a special appropriation 
if it was to be made a feature by the 
city. The report was then adopted, 

The report of the same committee 
recommending approval of the record 
was also accepted. 

The chair announced that the coun- 
sel for the rival street railways in 
Newton had submitted printed briefs 
upon the legal questions involved 
as requested by the board. 

BISHOP DRAIN. 

Alderman Hutchinson then pre- 
sented two orders bearing upon the 
matter of a new drain in Montvalc 
road and private land, one authoriz- 
ing receipt of 51800 from abutters and 
the other appropriating 51500 addi- 
tional for the construction. 

Alderman Lothrop said the Finance 
Committee had tabled this matter, 
and the chair ruled the order as out 
of order. 

A motion to suspend the rules was 
defeated. 

Alderman Hutchinson wanted the 
matter discussed tonight as he would 
not be present at the next meeting, 
and Alderman Ensign also said it 
was an important matter and should 
receive attention that evening. 

Alderman Mellen said the order 
calls for 51500 of money from the tax 
levy, and he disliked to see such aj:- 
propriation-s asked for as the figures 
for this year were nearl y up to 
those of last. He wanted the tax rate 
reduced, and would consider the mat- 
ter if it could be charged to the reg- 
ular appropriations. 

Alderman Hutchinson said he 
wanted to discuss the merits of the 
matter and believed the Finance 
Committee was blocking the matter. 
Alderman Saltonstall said he had jiut 
a great deal of work into the subject 
and wanted it decided that evening. 

Aldonnaii I^othro]) said the Finance 
Committee did not intend any dis- 
courtesy. and moved a reconsideration 
of tlie vote whereby suspension of the 
rules had been refused. The motion 
was carried, tlie rules requiring ref- 
erence to the Finance Committee 
were then suspended, and the orders 
in <iucstion withdrawn from that 
committee. 

Alderman Hutchinson [then said 
that this matter iiad come before the 
Public Works committee first in the 
form of a petition for a sewer, at a 
net cost to the city of about 32400. 
At the hearing on tlie matter it was 
found that the drainage of a pond hole 
and a stagnant brook was what was 
wanted, anil a petition to that end 
was presented. The work will call 
for a net cost to the city of but 51,500 
and the matter of sewer can lay over 
for several years. The drain now 
in Montvule road will soon require en- 
largeinent, and it seemed a favorable 
time to do it when so large a contri- 
bution could be obtained from the 
abutters, and a neighborhood row 
settled at tlie same time. 

Alderman Mellen ofXered an amend- 
ment charging the cost to the exist- 
ing appropriation for Drains and 
Culverts. 

Alderman Brown thought It simply 
a question of nuisance on private 
land for which the city was not 
liable. Eiinilar cases had received 
unfavorable action before, and lie 


believed the owner should be forced 
to abate the nuisance himself. He 
cited a case on Grove street, where 
no action had yet been taken. 

Aldcrniati Ilutchinson stated that 
the citv would not spend one cent on 
the Bishop land, .and that it was 
liable for the drain in Montvalc road. 

Alderman Saltonstall said it was 
not entirely a matter of nuisance as 
the present 18 inch drain would soon 
be insurticient and future enlarge- 
ment would be more costly than under 
the present arrangement. 

Alderman Ensign believed the com- 
mittee’s plan was the best for all 
concerned, and Alderman Lothrop 
thought the city had no right to do 
as proposed. 

Alderman Hutchinson said the whole 
situation would be relieved by this 
plan. 

The amendment of Alderman Mel- 
len was then adopted, and the orders 
as amended were adopted. Aldermen 
Baker, Brown, Hubbard and Lothrop 
voting in the negative. 

ORDERS. 

The following orders were sever- 
ally adopted: 

Griinting N. E. Tel. & Tcl. Co. 
attachments on Circuit avenue ;grant- 
ing N. & \V. Gas Light Co. pole lo- 
cations on Hancock avenue; relative 
to distribution of the Read Fund; 
appropriating 54000 for culverts on 
laundr 3 ’ brook; appropriating 59,919. 
88 for interest on permanent loans; 
appropriating 5500 for settlement of , 
Diviney claim; authorizing Public 
Buildings ^Commissioner to procure 
bids for a new fire station on Manet 
road, and for portion of a new small 
pox ward at Newton hospital, and 
authorizing sewer construction in 
High street, Prescott street and Saxon 
road. 

An order assigning a hearing on 
taking land for sewer in Saxon ter- 
race was adopted, and the hearing 
held. No one appeared and the or- 
ders taking such land and authoriz- 
ing sewer construction therein were 
adopted. 

A resolution stating that the board 
would lay out a footbridge over the 
railroad at Chestnut Hill when au- 
thority therefor had been granted was I 
also adopted. 

A recess of fifteen minutes was 
then taken for lunch, and upon re- 
assembling, the board went into the 
committee of the whole, Alderman 
Ensign in the chair. 

WABAN LOCATION. 

The various papers bearing upon th 
railway situation in M’aban were pre- 
sented to the committee by the chair- 
man, and on motion of Alderman 
Weed it was voted that the public 
conveuience and necessity demanded 
street railway accommodations in 
Waban. 

In discussing this question, Alder- 
man Weed doubted the demand for a 
street railway in Waban. Alderman 
Day believed that Waban needed a 
street railway connection with the 
rest of the city for its development, 
and a large majority' of its citizens 
desire a railway. Aldermen Trow- 
bridge and Webster also stated that 
a majority of Waban favored a rail- 
waj’. 

Alderman Weed then oroposed a 
question as to the public necessity 
for a raihvaj* on Concord street, call- 
ing attention that there had been no 
one at the hearing in favor of this 
portion of the route and stating that 
there was no occasion tor it unless 
an extension was to be made into 
Weston. He believed there should be 
a strong demand before action was 
taken. 

Alderman Trowbridge said that the 
committee had not considered the 
matter in that way, and Alderman 
Brown objected to taking the matter 
up in piecemeal, as it was all a part 
of a general scheme. 

Alderman Baker said the people on 
Concord street desired a railway 
which would be a great convenience 
to tliem. 

Alderman Weed said that the board 
could refuse a portion of the route if 
it saw fit. There is no evidence of a 
popular demand for a railway on 
this street, which invovlcs a serious 
question as to double tracking of 
Washington street. A refusal to 
grant a location on Concord street 
would eliminate Wasliington street 
and the most puzzling questions over 
the location as well. 

Alderman Brown .said that Wash- 
ing'ton street was dangerous and 
crowded, needing widening badly, 
which the Waltham Co. offers to do. 

The Newton company has not offered 
to widen Washington street, and it 
will not be done except through the 
I Waltliam Co. A location to the Nesv- 
ton companj* would leave a single 
! track in Washington street with two 
lines of cars. 

Alderiuau Trowbridge believed it 
was not a question of wi lening streets 
but said the proposed plan of the 
Newton company would relieve the 
congestion on Washington street by 
providing two routes in place of one. 

Alderman Pond thought it simply 
a question of deciding between two 
roads. 

Alderman Webster regretted that 
previous boards had not been so care- 
ful as this one, as over a million dol- 
lars’ worth of franchises had been 
given asvay for nothing. He believed 
Concord street was as much a part 
of the location of one road as Chest- 
nut street was of the other. 

Alderman Weed , believed that after 
the board had granted what it thought 
right, all that was left would still be 
of value and an asset of the city. 
The board ought to be able to justify 
its action in Conconl street. 

The double location in Washington 
street will still be of value, and he 
believed in selling only as we need, 
us better prices might be obtained 
some other time. We have hud only 
ten years' experience and still don’t 
know what tiicy are worth. He want- 
ed to go slow and feel the way, say- 
ing that the only demand seems to be 
from Waban. 

Aldermuti Webster said the city 
had ]iuid 513,000 to widen Washington 
street recently, and if a locution is 
grunted the Newton Co. three lines will 
centre there, a further widening will 
be required and that company will 
then laugh at the board. 

Alderman Baker called attention to 
the offer lust year of 525000 by the 
Newton Co. for widening Washing- 
ton street. The street is dangerous 
and a widening is essential, as the 
conditions have not changed since 
last year. 

Alderman Hutchinson then read a 


letter from President Clallin of the 
Newton Companv, stating that they 
would be willing to build a road from 
Waban to the Highlands upon all legal 
term.*! .and conditions if desired, after 
six months operation of the proposed 
new line bj' wav of Beacon and 
Chestnut streets. 

Alderman Weed again insisted that 
the demand in Waban was to reach 
Boston and there was no demand for 
a location in Concord street. 

At the request of Alderman Hutch- 
inson the motion as to Concord street 
was withdrawn to allow the matter 
to bcconsidcrcd asawhole.andhe then 
said that the location asked for by 
the Waltham Co. w'as a p.art of a gen- 
eral development. This location In- 
volves legal questions the Lower 
Falls, and a grant of a parallel loca- 
tion on Washington street to that 
company might never be built. If 
granted Washington street would be 
widened; both roads promise about 
the same thing on Beacon street. 
From there one company goes to the 
subway in Boston, the other only to 
Park square, and the latter road docs 
not reach the centre of Newton High- 
lands. He believed it was not only a 
question as to ability to build a line 
but also ns to whether such a com- 
pany would be competent to operate 
a road to accommodate the public 
with rolling stock and service. With 
the Newton roads the city had an 
object lesson as to comfort, conven- 
ience and liberal transfers.. He be- 
lieved conditions changed B'om year 
to year and that the question was not 
as what would happen two years 
hence or what otcurred two years 
ago. but what company shall we take 
now. He thought the double track- 
ing of Washington street could be 
accomplished and called attention to 
the strong petition requesting that 
offers of street railway locations be 
first aiade to the Newton companies. 

Aldreman Pond did not think the 
paralleling of tracks an important 
matter. 

In reply to questions of Alderman 
Trowbridge, Pres. F. C. Hinds of the 
Waltham Co. stated that a contract 
had been made within a few days by 
which their cars were to cuter the 
Park street subway. 

Alderman Weed 'said the question 
was the most important one of the 
year, and that the whole result could 
not yet be seen. In the long run he 
believed the Chestnut street route 
could best serve the public as it pro- 
vided better communication with Bos- 
ton. 

He stated that the board agreed 
that competition for 10 years had not 
resulted in good for the public, and 
that the consolidation was welcomed. 
There was a higher degree of efficien- 
cy and a smaller degree of public bur- 
den. One proposition as to widening 
was as good as the other. One allows 
competition, with the result that one 
company will eventually have to be 
absorbed b 3 ' the other. 

Alderman Brown said that compe- 
tition had placed a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars in the city in the last few 
years, and that the Boylston street 
improvement was gained by competi- 
tion. He thought that competition 
had raised the offer of the Newton 
Co. from 56000 a year ago to about 
575, (X)0 at the present time. He be- 
lieved it was a main feature of street 
railways to widen streets and a great 
benefit to the cit 3 '. 

Alderman Saltonstall called atten- 
tion to the fact that competing com- 
panies increased the danger of feed 
lines and brought out a desire to se- 
cure as many locations as possible. 
He saw no reason why a location 
should be granted simply because two 
companies wanted it, and he believed 
the people and the board were un- 
necessarily stirred up over the mat- 
ter. Waban does not need street 
railwa 3 ' service to the Highlands as 
the steam road is sufficient, but it 
docs need more direct connection with 
Newton and West Newton, He wanted 
the board to go slow in granting lo- 
cations which injure the suburban 
charactcrof thecity and to prevent its 
becoming a city of paved streets like 
Chelsea. 

City Solicitor Slocum was called 
upon and said the recent changes in ' 
law required locations to be approved 
by the railroad commissioners, 'rhere 
is no legal objection to paralleling 
of tracks although the Washington 
street matter at the Lower Falls 
seems more an engineering problem 
than otherwise. He did not believe 
the Waltham Co., was within the 
terms of their franchise, although he 
suggested that the board pass upon 
the merits of the case rather than 
upon its legal character. The relo- 
cation of another company’s tracks 
must be accepted by that company. 

Alderman Webster thought New'- 
ton’s interests should be considered 
first. Waban would always use the 
steani road for business connections 
with Boston, and he believed the 
petitions represented the sentiment 
of Waban up to June. He humorous- 
ly suggested that it would be worth 
any ones life to attempt to circulate 
a petition in Waban today. He had 
no use for .'ll! asset if he had but one 
customer, and did not believe in 
driving away tlie other customer in 
this case. He objected to the route 
of the Newton road, as putting a 
band of iron*“around Waban and saw 
no advantage in that route. It would 
be a disadvantage in going to the 
Illglilunds, Centre or Needham, the 
other villug^es would be the same 
either way. If a location w’as grunt- 
ed the Waltham Co. the Newton roads 
could be forced into giving transfers 
if the board stood by its colors. The 
Waltham Co. would go directly to 
the Highlands and Centre, Weston. 
Waltham, Brookline and Boston. He 
criticized the Wellesley franchise as 
not providing^ for transfers on 
school tickets, and omiting the 
right to relocate tracks. He believed 
the Wellesley Co. would relocate its 
track in Washington street if required. 

He tliought Waban was entitled to 
better streets, saying that it hud a 
million dollars of valuation and re- 
ceived a garbage svagon, one police- 
man and a snow plow. There was 
no macadamized road in Waban 
and not one street with two side- 
walks. He hud canvassed the village 
thorouglily and found 50 people in 
favor of a railway, 41 in favor of the 
Waltliam Co., 29 were opposed to any 
road, 23 however would favor the 
Waltham Co. if any location was to 
be granted. He believed the Waltham 
location was ideal for Waban as it 
goes around tlie village and not 
through it.

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INQUEST HELD. 

Witnesses Testify in Po- 
lice Court. 

Fatal Burning in Needham on 
June 6th. 


Ill the police court Saturday morn- 
inff Jutlffe Kennedy presiding^, ati in- 
quest was held to ascertain the cir- 
cumstances of the death of Mrs. 
Christina Simpson, wife of Dr. Johti 
T. Simpson of Highlandville, who 
died at S.4S p. m. June 7, at the New- 
ton hospital, the result of burns re- 
ceived in an accident at her home in 
Highlandvillc the night before. 

Dr. Simpson stated that on the 
night of the accident he and his 
daughter had retired between 9 and 
9.30. He had been asleep some time 
when he was aroused by the barking 
of a dog. The dog barked so inces- 
santly that the doctor decided to go 
down stairs. He did so and found his 
wife enveloped in flames. He threw 
his night gown about her and also 
wrapped her in a rug. 

Neighbors came to his aid about 
this time and finally Dr. Pease of 
Highlandville arrived. Dr. Pease pro- 
ceeded to administer treatment and 
ordered the woman’s removal to the 
Newton hospital 

Questioned as to how the accident 
happened Dr. Simpson replied he did 
not know. It was his belief that a 
lamp might have exploded. His wife 
was in the habit of sitting up late 
and reading. 

Asked by Judge Kennedy about the 
treatment at the hospital; Dr. Simp- 
son said Dr. Pease had attended her 
there and had administered ether to 
relieve the suffering. He informed 
the physician that his wife was in I 
the habit of using morphine. He ^ 
himself had learned of this some 
months ago. I 

Dr. Simpson said he left the hos- 
pital at 1 a, m. The next morning I 
he went to Boston to collect some 
bills. He left Highlandville at 9.20 
a. m. Had no communication with , 
the hospital until 2 that afternoon. 
Learned then that her pulse was 116. , 
Later went to the hospital arriving , 
there at 6 p. m. She had died before 
he got there. Dr. Simpson stated 
that he was much greived, but felt 
that a piliufiil d^cessity demanded hU 
securing money. 

Dr, Simpsou tvas asked by Judge 
Kennedy h he thought he acted as a 
prolesaioiial man and a husband, 
and he replied that he had two im- , 
portant cases on hand that afternoon 
as well as realizing the importance 
of paying his bill. I 

The next witness called was Hope ' 
T. Simpson, daughter of the doctor 
and aged 13. She knew nothing of 
the accident until her father went . 
down stairs. She saw the neighbors | 
come in and her mother taken to the 
hospital. Had no idea as to hosv it 
might have occurred, except the ex- 
planation offered at the time that the i 
lamp might have exploded. ' I 

She did not remember having any 
co.nmunication with the hospital on 
June 7, and did not go there. Was 
not aware of her mother’s death until 
her father arrived at midnight and 
told her. She had watted for him be- 
fore retiring. 

Dr. Charles A. Davenport of the 
hospital staff testified the case was 
turned over to him Saturday morning. 
June 7. Between 10 and 11 a. m. that 
day he visited Mrs. Simpson. Investi- 
gated the lutjre of the burns as much 
as possible without removing band- 
ages. Ether was being administered, 
but he ordered morphine substituted. 
When the patient recovered from the 
effects of the morphine he asked her 
how the accident happened, but < 
failed to elicit a reply. The woman 
talked, however, of her suffering. The 
doctor permitted the use of ether after 
that. This latter he considered a 
humane act. 

Eliza K. Fairfield, assistant super- 
intendent of the hospital, testified 
the case came to her attention Satur- 
day morning, June 7. She was at- 
tracted to the room where Mrs. Simp- 
son lay by the loud screams of the 
patient. She ^Yas in a private ward 
and the assistant superintendent de- 
cided to remove her where her suffer- 
ings would not be heard by the other 
patients. 

Continuing, the witness said she 
telephoned to Dr. Simpson’s house . 
about 10 in the morning to notify | 
whoever answered concerning the 
seriousness of Mrs. Simpson’s con- i 
dition. Was unable to make the per- 
son on the other end of the line un- 
derstand. At least she got no reply. 
Witness testified further that she 
called Dr. Simpsons Boston office by 
telephone. Told the person who an- 
swered tliat she desired that the ' 
doctor should be informed as to his 
wife's condition. About 2 had a con- 
versation with the doctor himself and 
repeated the condition of the patient. 
Added that tl\e hospital didn’t wisli 
to have the patient's fainily or friends 
ignorant of the true state of affairs. 
Stated further that Dr. Simpson ar- 
rived at the hospital between bund 7 
Fixed the time, us it was just before 
supper hour at the hospital. 

Dr. Simpson was again called and 
was further (luestioncd by Judge 
Kennedy, He was much overcome and 
cried. Tlie judge desired further 
infoDiiutiun on the details. Having 
secured this Judge Kennedy ordered 
the liearing closed. Decision reserved.

Here is a 
veritable rennaisance in the impor- 
tant matter of school room decora- 
tion, and it is strongly hoped and 
believed that tliis good work will go 
on until the Newton schools, as a j 
whole, are better supplied with these 
things that educate in tlic best sense .

Tbe Planet Vesta. | 

Vesta, the brightest though not the 
largest of the 470 asteroids or little 
planets between Mars and Jupiter, 
is very seldom found by students of 
Astronomy, but may now easily be 
identified by following the directions 
below. About 10 p. m. find in the 
south the rod first magnitude star 
Antarcs, the licart of the Scorpion. | 
To the right and above find three 
stars in a vertical curved line whoso | 
centre would be near Antarcs. The 
middle star is the head. Four times 
this distance to left of Antarcs find 
five stars making the Milk Dipper up 
side 'down with handle pointing to 
Scorpion’s head. Half as far to left 
of Dipper as that is from Antarcs find 
the planet Saturn us bright as An- I 
tares and low^r down. Half an hour 
latter Jupiter, three times as bright 
as Saturn, will appear more to left in 
southeast. 

Vesta is nioviiig from Saturn to- 
ward tlic Dipper, but re(|uires an 
opera glass. Half way from Saturn 
to the nearest corner of the Dipper 
find a pair of stars, 52, just visible 
to nuked eye, and 51 fainter very 
close to it above to the right. Above 
and to left of this pair as far as one- 
third the distance to Saturn, tiiul 53 
in opera glass. The glass will prob- 
ably take in Saturn ami 53 and per- 
haps 52 and 51 at one view. Vesta 
will be seen July 4 about half way 
from Saturn to 53. ,She passed close 
under Saturn June 20 and will pass 
53 about July 14. Her course among 
the stag's sliuuld be wutclied during 
July. Their motion is tlie only way 
to distinguish these faint planets 
from the fixed stars. Vesta is a world 
in miniature, 240 miles in diameter, 
which is a little more than the lenglli 
of Massachusetts. E. C. C.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


(Cnntinqed from pns'e t,} 


Alderman Day found that there 
was but 2000 feet difference in favor 
of the Waltham route between Waban 
and Boston and th,at difference could 
be made up by the increased speed 
on the Commonwealth line. It was 
not a mere f|ucstion of dollars and 
cents and such a location ought not 
to be put up at auction. There was 
absolutely no comparison between 
the service which would be rendered 
by the two cotnpantes. He did not 
fear but what the Waltham Co. with 
such men as Mr. Luke, and Mr. Bur- 
rage would carryout all they prrmiise, 
but he believed the proposition of 
the Wellesley Co. was far ahead of 
the other in its advantage to Newton 
and Waban. 

Alderman Trowbridge then read a 
letter from Pres. Clafiin stating why 
his company was able to offer such a 
proposition as the boulevard, on ac- 
count of the advantages of a reserved 
space. 

Mr. F. W. Remtck was called 
upon in the matter of an agreement 
to take the Waltham cars into the 
Park street subwaj* by the Elevated 
railway, and said he had just inter- 
viewed Mr, Prendergast, a director of 
that Company, who said that no such 
agreement as mentioned by Mr Hinds 
had been made by his road, and a 
proposition made by them to take 4 
cars an hour into the subway had not 
been accepted by Mr. Shaw of the 
Worcester Co. Mr. Remick refused 
to answer a question as to whether 
the Boston Elevated Co. was inter- 
ested in the Boston Suburban Co. 

Aderman Pond favored the rcintro- 
duction of competition, saying that 
the consolidation had been unsatis- 
factory to two villages which had 
been almost without facilities. 

A letter was then read from Wm. 
C. Strong favoring a route parallel 
to Chestnut street. 

Alderman Barber spoke in favor 
of the Waltham Co., saving the oppo- 
sition of the Wellesley Co. is against 
letting in another railroad into New- 
ton. 

Mr. Hinds was given an opportuni- 
ty to sneak and said he would stand 
by his former statement as to an 
agreement with the Elevated Co. and 
at his suggestion Alderman Weed was 
appointed a committee of one to veri- 
fy the matter. 

Alderman Webster said a boulevard 
was not favored in Waban but the 
Waltham Co. stood ready to build a 
boulevard if the board desired. He 
then moved that the committee rec- 
ommend a location to the Waltham 
Co. 

Alderman Weed moved to lay the 
matter on the table. 

Alderman Brown wanted to act to- 
night. 

The motion to table was defeated. 

Alderman Saltonstall offered an 
amendnieiit to the effect that the 
board grant a franchise to the Wal- 
tham Co. if it cgnld be done legally. 

Alderman Weed desired to discuss 
the legal situation, but Alderman 
Brown stated that the legal question 
would have to be decided by the 
railroad commissioners In any 
event, and Alderman Weed suggested 
that the entire matter might then be 
tied up in litigation. 

Alderman Trowbridge said that if 
the Watham Co. obtained this loca- 
tion it would be probable that the 
Boston Suburban Co. would dratv 
themselves into a shell and hang on 
to svhat they already had and refuse 
any extension whatever. 

Aldeniiaii Weed, moved to adjourn 
to July 21 at 7.45 p. m., which motion 
was 1 jst. 

Alderman Saltonstall’s amendment 
was then defeated. 

A motion of Alderman Weed to 
strike out the location on Concord and 
Washington streets was also defeated, 
and Alderman Webster’s motion was 
then adopted by a vote of 11 to 7. 

The committee of the whole then 
rose and reported to the board which 
had immediately reconvened. 

The report made by Alderman En- 
sign was accepted, and Alderman 
Trowbridge suggestetl that the vari- 
ous restrictions in the order of loca- 
tion be gone over in detail. This 
was opEKJsed by Alderman Webster, 
who sai<l the order had been careful- 
ly discussed and prepared. 

iS. motion of Aldennan Saltonstall 
to postpone action was defeated, and 
a motion of Alderman Trowbridge to 
adjourn was also voted down. 

Alderman Webster then presented 
the order of location, and the Presi- 
dent called the Vice-President to the 
chair, and took the floor. ^Mdermau 
Weed than said that if this order was 
to be passed tonight, he had several 
Eierfccting amendments to offer, as 
there were errors in the printed form 
which should be corrected. 

The board then at 2.30 p, m. ad- 
journed until July 21 at 7.45 p. m.

A SERIOUS MISTAKE. 

We believe the grant of a location 
to the Waltham Street Railway Com- 
pany through the Lower Falls and 
Waban as now seems probable, will 
be a serious mistake from the stand- 
point of practical results. 

Whether viewed with the idea of 
furnishing Waban with street rail- 
way accomnicdations or from that of 
improved and widened streets, the 
grant of this location will surely re- 
sult in litigation, which may’ tie up 
the matter for many months. If the 
location is not approved by the rail- 
Toad commisssioners or favorable 
action taken by the courts, to which 
an appeal will probably be taken in 
any event, the city will have lost its 
present opportunity’ for a boulevard 
offered by the Newton companies, and 
■which, with competition out of the 
•way will not be renewed. 

The legal situation is therefor of 
great interest, and while many points 
have been raised by the counsel for 
the Newton companies, it strikes 
tis that the objection to the parallel- 
ing of existing tracks on Washing- 
ton and Woodward streets, is of the 
first importance. W'ith the law re- 
quiring a acceptance of a relocation 
by the company interested, it would 
seem as if the Newton companies 
held the whip hand in the matter. 

We have no sympathy with the feel- 
ing that the Waltham Company vfill 
not carry out its agreement if ulti- 
mately allowed a location, and agree 
with Alderman Day that with 
men like Messrs. Luke and Burrage 
behind the company, it will keep 
faith with the city. Neither do we 
believe that competition in street 
railway matters is to be discouraged. 
Recent events right here in Newton 
have shown that cojnpetition brings 
improved service, rolling stock, and 
extends the transfer system, besides 
liberalizing the attitude of the com- 
panies towards street widenings and 
improvements. In the very location 
now under discussion, the advent of 
the Waltham Company raised the 
•offer of the Wellesley Conipanv from 
a few thousand dollars towards the 
expense of widening Beacon street, 
last year to that of a completed boule- 
vard in Beacon and Chestnut streets, 
which would cost over 575.<u>0. 

We repeat that from a practical 
-staiKlpoiut,the Waltham location will 
not only lose this boulevard to the city 
but will result in months of delay, 
with the chances in favor of neither 
a railway nor street improvejiicnt for 
Waban. 

We believe the jicople of Newton 
are unduly sensitive over the proposed 
convenience station in Nonant um 
square. 

The Graphic has labored for years 
to remedy’ the conditions existing in 
this part of the city, and is of Ihe 
npiiiioii that some relief in this di- 
•'cctioij is u positive necessity. 

It niake.s no dilTcrencc where these 
people, wiio throng Nonuntum square, 
•lay and night, belong, the facts are 
very plain that they are there and at 
the pitsent time are constantly com- 
mitting nuisances in that vicinity. 

Whether or not the proposed plan 
rviU completely meet tiie necessity, 
is open to question, but it seems to 
l>e about the best, and what is by far 
the most important, the rpiickest so- 
lution of the present problem. 

'Die rejiort of leave to withdraw on 
ihe Brickett license in Nonuntum 
square will place some uUleniien who 
agreed to vote for this license in case 
Mrs. Brickett complied with the law 
rci^uiriiig certain furnishings, in 
rather a dillicult position. 

The proposed action, if adopted, 
will be a breach of good faith on the 
part of the city fathers. 

We regret that our jilans to publish 
the progriaii of today’s celebration 
ul Newton t.’enlre, have mis-carried, 
as the south side always redeems 
the city from the charge of being 
unpatriutic'on Independence Day.

The fine weather last Monday 
S 2 cmc(l especially propitious for the 
annual outing of the C.l. Club of New- 
ton, which for .several seasons has 
made a pilgrimage to Randall farm by 
invitation of Its hospitable owner. 
The president of the club and other 
officers and a large m.Tjority of the 
members, accompanied by a few 
guests, including Mrs. F. E. Stanley, 
regent of the Sarah Hull Chapter, D. 
R., Mrs. H. M. Burt, Miss S. A. 
Whiting, Miss Brown and Miss Bas- 
sett, gathered in Nonantum square at 
an early hour, and enjoyed the car- 
1 ride through Waltham, Lexington, 

I Bedford and Concord. This was a 
pleasant but -somewhat familiar route, 
but at Concord they changed to one 
of the cars on the new line recently 
opened to Hudson. 

This is a charming ride througli 
the towns of Maynard and Stow with 
fascinating glimpses of the Assabet 
river and its green meadows. Arriv- 
ing at Glcasondale they found their 
hoitess, Mias Reilly, awaiting them 
with carriages, her genial brother as- 
sisting in the transportation of the 
party, together with Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Gleason, who kindly offered 
the hospitalities of their fine man- 
sion to the company. The beautiful 
old elms for which Middlesex is 
noted, shaded the quiet country lanes 
through which gay laughter re- 
sounded as the merry guests drove to 
the ancient mansion, a landmark for 
many generations. The dwelling 
has been enlarged and beaut ified by 
recent owners but still retains the 
characteristics of an old colonial home. 
A secret staircase, the entrance to 
which would never be suspected by 
the chance visitor, suggests a means of 
escape in troublous times such as were 
known to revoluntionary heroes, and 
the quaint old fashioned furniture re- 
calls the memory of by gone days. 
Many interesting historical relics 
are to be found in the possession of 
the present owners, who are de- 
scendants of Sam Adams, the patri- 
ot, including antique silver, family 
portraits, autographs of Adams and 
Hancock, and a library’ furnished 
with rare books showing the scholarly 
tastes of earlier generations. One 
room is completely furnished with 
articles formerly belonging to Adams, 
including the ancient canopied bed 
on which finally lay all that was 
mortal of the man who has been 
called the Father of the American 
Revolution. The site of his home 
in Boston is now occupied by the 
well known storeof Shepard *Sc Norwell 
and was recently sold for a large 
amount, it having been put upon the 
market by the death of the last of the 
Randall family, who left many chari- 
table bequests including Randall 
Hall, one of the new buildings of 
Ha“vard University.

The Wing Family Reunion.

THE SAFEGUARDS THAT HEDGE 
ABOUT ITS MANUFACTURE. 

Care WHh Which Rven the fthATlna* 

of the Peenllar Paper Vaed Are 

llandled— r:oantlntr nnd RecnantlnK 

<he Treaanred flheela. 

rTn»le Rnm'fl pnprr moTir»y ban Its 
birth In the Imrenu of engraving nnd 
printing In Washington. Here n corps 
of engrnrors cut Its lines Into plates 
of steel. Five hundred men and wom- 
en nro In one room. It is the liirgest 
printing office in the w’orld. Here arc 
struck from those plates the notes 
which we give the butcher nnd the 
baker. Each steel plntc when not in 
nctunl use Is stored owny In n great 
burglar proof vault to which only the 
highest officials know the combination. 
At the side of oncii printing press is a 
little Indlentor like n bicycle cyclome- 
ter. which keeps tnlly of every piece of 
paper money printed. Tims is Uncle 
Snm kept informed as to the exact 
number of paper notes of all denomi- 
nations W’hich leave his preKses dally. 

If there is any secret which Uncle 
Sam jealously gunrds, it is the process 
of manufacturing the fiber paper upon 
which his money notes are printed, 
lie pays n Mnssnehusotts firm n big 
price for It, and this firm does Its work 
under the surveillance of a govern- 
ment agent. The paper Is manufac- 
tured of the finest rags, cleaned, boiled 
nnd mashed Into pulp. As it is rolled 
Into thin sheets silk threads are Intro- 
duced Into It by a secret process. 
Those are the distinguishing marks 
making Imitation of the poper well 
Digh Impossible. 

The sheets of poper, already counted 
twice and placed In uniform packages 
at the paper mill, arc stored in n treas- 
ury vault and Issued to tbc bureau of 
engraving nnd printing ns wanted. Be- 
fore leaving tbe treasury they are 
counted throe times more, and the re- 
ceiving official at the bureau must re- 
ceipt for them. Then the bundles are 
unwrapped, and the sheets are counted 
twenty-eight times by n corps of wo- 
men. This Is to Insure that each print- 
er gets the recorded number— no more, 
no less. Before any employee of the 
division In which this paper Is kept ciiu 
leave for home each night be must ex- 
hibit to a watchman nt the door n puss 
certifying that every fragment of every 
sheet passing through his Ougers has 
been accounted for. 

If one sheet of this precious paper be 
lost, the entire force of men and wo- 
men having access to tbe room where 
the mlsplucenteut has occurred ore 
kept in. like so many school children, 
to find it. Each sheet is Issued from 
tbe vault for the printing of a definite 
hmouDt of money upon It If the lost 
eheot were Intended to uittmatciy rep- 
resent $4,000 worth of notes, the group 
of employees to whom the rcspouslbli- 
Ity of its inisplncemeut has been traced 
must make good that amount if they 
cannot locate U within a reasonable 
time. 

Twent.v-four times more are the 
sheets containing tbe printed ntouey 
counted after leaving the presses. Then 
they are sealed in packages of 1,000, 
placed on racks in a drying room of 
130 degrees temperature, unpacked, 
thoroughly examined, smoothed in 
powerful hydraulic presses and packed 
in wooden cases. These cases arc haul- 
ed to the treasury In an ironclad wag- 
on. Six guards, heovlly armed, accom- 
pany this wagon whenever it makes a 
trip. 

No attempt to steal Uncle Sam’s mon- 
ey while undergoing any of these stages 
of manufacture lias yet been delected. 
As a matter of fact, the money would 
be practically useless, for its printing 
Is not completed until after it makes 
this guarded journey to tlie treasury. 
There tbe tliiisliing touch is adiled In 
the i>rinting of the colored seal upon 
the face of each note. With the six 
sealing (iresses the same precautions 
urv taken as with the two hundred and 
fifty big iiioiiey presses In the other 
building. Knch sheet coming from the 
former has a row of notes prlntetl upon 
It. The sheets nro imt through small 
niachincs. operated by girls, who cut 
out the Individual notes. Even the 
small strips, falling like shavings from 
tlielr mucliines, must be carefully ool- 
lectetl, sent to the bureau of engraving 
and printing and there bulled into pulp. 
All employee found with even one of 
these ribbons of waste paper Is liable 
to imprisonment for fifteen years nnd 
u fine of 

Between these different processes the 
paper money has been counted and re- 
countiMl six aUdltional times. Finally 
the single notes nn> placed in stacks of 
100, with ail of the blue numbers print- 
ed on their faces In sequemv. They 
are then \vr.ip{H‘d in paper, labeliHl, 
sealed \vith ml wa.x and stored in the 
great treasury vuiilts. Thus each piece 
of pajK'r money now In eircuhuiuu has 
been olHclully counli*d sLvtythreo 
times. 

In our mints the system of account- 
ing for the blank metal out of ivhleh 
the finlsiied coins arcHtumped, of kiH‘p- 
lug tally oil the eoiulng nniehlues’ work, 
of counting tbe Ihilsheil product, of 
IMiekIng It. of sealing it In cloth bags, 
of traiisi>orthig It under guard, of 
counting It many times again ami final- 
ly of storing it uway Is pructlcally tho 
same. 

There Is not a day In the year when 
rfliy one of the seven great Ireasmy 
vaults d«K>8 not contain in coin. Inillion, 
notM, certlfioa(es^>r bonds sutfielent to 
make you or me one of the richest of 
tbe world’s inuUlmlltlonalres. The most 
eupaelous of these strong boxes aru In 
the basement of the treasury. A large 
guard of men— mostly old soldiers, 
ooiunmnded by a ca]itaiu and lieutenant 
-^watches them day and night. Tlu'se 
guardians are heavily armed, nnd they 
patrol their beats every quarter hour 
throughout the night.— i^uturduy Even- 
ing I’ost.

TIn-y wnntiHl the sport of put- 
ting him to the torture or nt least of 
playing wltli him as a ont plays with n 
niouKe. The chief nsk«fl him If he 
could run. He sold, "Not much." 

' He was released nnd told to save hts 
life If he eoiild. 

I Colter darted away at high speed, 
nnd most of the 000 savages set off aft- 
er l)lm. There whs a plain la-fore him 
six inllf-s wltle, l>ound(-fl on the far side 
by a river fringed witli trees. Colter 
had always been famous ns n runner, 
nnd his practice now stood him In good 
stead. He made straight across tbe 
' plain for the stream, and the yells of 
J his pursuers lent him wings. Ills foes 
bad removed every shred of clothing 
from his body, and the plain was cov- 
1 ored with prickly pears, so that bis un- 
I protected feet w^cre lacerated at every 
' stride. 

I Half way across tbe plain he glanced 
back nnd saw that only n few Indians 
were following him. Again he ran on 
nnd sof>n realized that one of his pur- 
suers was nearing him. He redoubled 
bis efforts, and blood gushed from bis 
nostrils and flowed down over bis 
broost.

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ACROSS THE CONTINENT.

June 20tli, 1002. 
Dear Graphic;— My last Idler tfavc 
an account of my trip to the mines at 
C ripple Creek, near Colorado Spriiipa 
in Colorado. After my return the 
clerk at the hotel pave me a few ad* 
ditional facts of interest. Altman , 
named for Sam Altman, a ^eell known ' 
miner, and located in the Cripple I 
Creek district, is 10,000 feet above the 
level of the sea and is the highest j 
corporate town in the world. There i 
is als.) a lodge of every secret order j 
known and all have a large member- 
ship. The miners receive from S3 to 
SIO a day as wages and can alford the 
best of everything. They dress in 
the moat expensive clothing and the 
ladies wear silks, satins and diamonds 
on all gala occasions. The follow- 
ing morning I took the electric car 
and rode five miles over to Manitou. 
This place and Colorado Springs are 
considered the resort cities of the 
Pike’s Peak region and Manitou is 
called the Saratoga of the West. It 
•was formerly the custom of the In- 
dians to bring their sick to drink the 
healing waters and thinking that this 
was a gift from the Great Spirit they 
named the place Manitou. The town 
has been laid out in a way to increase 
its natural beauty and the views of 
the mountains arc the finest that can 
be had at any point. There are two 
ways of seeing the sights, one is by 
carriage and the other to ride the 
burro. This animal is meek eyed 
and looks harmless, but if one plagues 
him and he gets a chance, a vigorous 
kick is received from his hind legs. 
They are such small animals that it 
is a wonder how such heavy weights 
can be carried, apparently without 
any effort. Sulphur.iron and soda are 
the mineral properties of the three 
springs, and a large quantity is 
bottled to send all over the country. 
Many people take the baths and are 
greatlyhelped by the treatment. Some 
of the best views of mounta in scen- 
erj’ are obtained here ; Pike’s Peak 
shows up to excellent advantage, 
and Cameron’s Cone and the Ute 
pass can also be seen. The Grand 
Caverns and Cave of the Winds are 
interesting natural formations and it 
is claimed rival those of Luray. 
Another bit of luck came my way 
when I was ready to drive through , 
the Garden of the Gods. I entered , 
into conversation with a man, who | 
proved to be Mr. Barr, the owner of i 
the carriage line, and it resulted in ' 
his offering to be my driver and 
guide. It proved that he knew the 
region throughly and I %vas kept busv 
taking notes along the way. While 
the natural scenery of the Garden 
is attractive the most interesting 
features are the gigantic monoliths 
seen on every hand, carved by nature, 
from red sand stone, into many fan- 
tastic shapes. Some of the most re- : 
markable representations are that of 
the cathedral spires and rock, turtle, 
old stage coach, the gateway and 
balance rock. Indications are apparent 
in every direction that at one time 
the region was under a sea and by 
some upheaval the water disappeared 
and the earth’s crust was set up on 
end. This is proved by the presence 
of different layers of material in the ! 
rock and by the large quantity of I 
seashells which have been found. 
Mr. Barr then drove me over to Glen 
Cyrie, the estate of Gen. Palmer 
and on which he has spent several 
hundred thousand dollars, the result 
being that the side of the mountain 
has been transformed into a beautiful 
garden filled with trees, shrubs and 
tlowers, many of them imported from 
foreign countries. Gen. Palmer has 
also built a boulevard for twenty- 
five miles toward Colorado Spring, 
and will probably extend it later for 
twentyfive miles farther. The place 
derives its name from an immense 
eagle's nest on the bluff, formerly the 
home of one of these birds, and which 
still stays there. Major Domo, a 
brown stone monolith, 117 feet high 
is located here. It is claimed that 
this is the highest natural object in 
rock formation in the country, and 
strongly resembles Mt. Sinai in 
Arabia. I thanked Mr. Barr when he 
left me at the town and expressed my 
appreciation at his effort.s to enter- 
tain and instruct me regardng all 
points of interest. The weather looked 
showery but as I only had the remain 
der of the afternooti. I visited the 
South Cheyenne canon. I had seen 
a little of it on the Cripple Creek trip 
but still was not prepared fur its 
grandeur and beauty. Here are mas- 
sive walls of richly colored granite 
rising from the stream almost per- 
pendicularly to tlie .sky above, their 
bold and rugged clifl's split and 
broken by time and the elements. 
Nature fiourishcs^in this sequestered 
spot and beneath the fir and hal.sain 
trees the flora grows in hothouse pre- 
fusioii. The brook, fed by the muuii- 
tain streams. glide down to the valley 
below, tumbling and falling over 
mossy logs and boulders on its way. 
The winding road follows the curve 
of the stream and keeps close to the 
rocky side of the mounain until it 
finally emerges from the trees and 
inters tlie canon proper. The gate- 
way is guarded by two cliffs called 
the Pillars of Hercules, the one on 
the right 7‘>i> feet. Tlie Devil’s slide 
is soon passed and on the left is a 
foot bridge over tlie stream to the 
path which leads to Helen Hunt 
Jackson’s grave. At the head of the 
canon is a pretty little rustic lioiise 
where curios are sold and from there 
a llight of 25ti steps ascends by the 
bide of the Seven Falls to the sum- 
mit. tJverlooking the fulls and 
towering far above is the observa- 
tory from the tup of which a fine 
view of the falls and canon cun be 
had. <Jther points of interest noticed 
on the return trip was Prospect Dome, 
Point Lookout, Kagle Cliff and Mount 
Cutler. The North Canon, which It 
did not have time to visit, is 120ufeet 
deep and contains 10U,()UU acres. I 
was with considerable regret that 
I left Colorado Springs, Thursday 
inornitigto continue my journey west- 
ward. The run to Pueblo, a distunae 
Of 44 miles, is down the valley of a 
pretty little stream along whose banks 
are situated rich farms or ranches, 
to use the western phrase, on which 


gronl herds of cattle may be seen 
and large crops are grown through 
the medium of irrigation. Pueblo 
is the groat manufacturing city of 
Central Colordo; it has one of the 
largest steel manufactories in the 
world and several smelters for the 
reduction of ore. Its close proxitnity 
to coal and iron mines and the fact 
that it is a railroad centre of con- 
siderable importance promises for it 
a bright future. A little farther on the 
white cliffs with their peculiar for- 
mation arc passed. These cUfTs are 
composed of lime from which Port- 
land cement is made and a factory 
in the vicinity has an output of 2.S0 
barrels a day. A new mill is to be 
built at Florence, which will have 
facilities for the manufacture of 1000 
barrels daily. Tliis is the junction 
of the Florence and Cripple Creek 
railroad recently completed to the 
famous gold camp I described in my 
last letter. Canon citv is the home ; 
of the state penitentiary and as the 
train passed I noticed a number of the 
inmates at work ploughing, two men 
taking the place of the horses and 
one guiding the plough. This place 
is located at the entrance of the 
grand canon of the Royal Gorge, 
which is seven miles long and it takes 

14 minutes to go through. The Ar- 
kansas river, muddy from the soil 
on its banks, rushes down the gorge 
at a rapid pace and on to the valley 
below. The train goes through seven 
tunnels and the many tints of red. 
green and brown in addition to the 
wonderful rock formations makes 
an interesting study and great va- 
riety to the scene. The width is 
fifty feet at the bottom, about 70 feet 
at the summit and the canon is near- 
ly 3000 feet in height. In many 
places the track rests on a shelf but 
ten feet wide on one side the towering 
cliff above, on the other a descent 
of many feet to the river below. At 
times the track is nearlv straight, 
then it will curve so sharply that the 
engine and several of the cars can be 
seen from the rear of the train. About 

15 miles farther on near Buena V’ista 
is the Great Divide at an altitude of 
over 10,000 feet and the river which 
has been running east now runs west. 
At this point the cliffs reminds the 
traveller of the walls of a building 
after a fire. In this region there 
are coke ovens and large quantities 
of bricks are made. Glenwood 
Springs is noted for its beautiful 
location and the mineral properties 
of the waters. Before crossing over 
the line in Utah let me say that no 
where in the old or new world is there 
found grander or more varied scenery 
than in Colorado; in the northern 
part of the state are the mountains 
with their canons, passes and gorges 
and in the south in the Mancos canon 
and Montezuma Valley are found the 
interesting ruins of the cliff dwellers 
and the characteristic homes of the 
Pueblo Indians, the makers of won- 
derful pottery. As a matter of statis- 
tics the government weather bureau 
reports an average of 357 days of 
sunshine each year, wholly or in part 
covering a period of 20 years. My 
next atop will be at Salt Lake City.

Literary Notes 

A cheerful and entertaining edito- 
rial “On Keeping the Fourth of 
July” opens the July Atlantic, and 
introduces happily a group of timely 
papers that deal with vital and press- 
ing national problems. “In Certain 
Aspects of America,” H. D. Sedg- 
wick, Jr., points out the inequalities 
that have arisen from our over rapid 
industrial development, and pleads for 
Discipline and Contemplation by 
means of which to offset and correct 
them; J. A. LeRoy, fresh from the 
Philippine Commission, tii his “Race 
Prejudice in the Philippines,” shows 
how we suffer there by giving rein 
to our local “anti-nigger” prejudices 
among a proud and resentful 
people; while Andrew Sledd of 
Georgia in his “The Negro: Another 
View, with rare courage and frank- 
ness discusses the effects of a similar 
feeling at home— in the South cs- 
pectlly; and William F. Willoughby 
the island Treasurer sums up the re- 
sults of the important work already 
accomplished by “Two Years of 
Porto Rican Legislation. W. J. 
Henderson in a delightful paper on 
^’Sailing” continues the Atlantic en- 
tertaining scries of outdoor papers, 
to be followed in August by “The 
Desert,” by Verner 5C. Reed. Among 
the literary features of the number 
are “Walks with Ellery Chanuing,” 
selected excerpts from the unpub- 
lished diary of Emerson— a fascinat- 
ing record — Edward Dowden’s keen 
study of Waller Pater, George P. 
Baker’s “The Plays of Eugene 
Brienx” Gerald Stanley Lee’s lively 
essay “On Reading Books’ through 
their Backs” and the regular reviews 
of “Books Old and New etc.” In 
fiction the Baroness von Hutten be- 
gins her brilliant serial “Our Lady 
of the Beeches;” R. E.Y’omig, George 
S. Wasson, Dallas L. Sharp and 
others furnish entertaining stories 
and sketlies; Edward N. Pomeroy 
Hihlcgarde Hawthorne, Virginia W. 
Cloud, and James H. Morse contrib- 
ute poems, and tlic lively Contribu- 
tors’ Club rounds out an entertaining 
and appropriate tnid-summer number 
of the Atlantic. 

The spirit of mid-summer tempers 
the customary vigorous style of tlie 
National for July. Snap shot photo- 
graphs of Miss Alice Roosevelt and 
other fashionable women of the capi- 
tal, at White House garden parties, 
give tills touch to the discussion of 
affairs as Washington, by Joe Mit- 
chell Cliaple. Dallas Lore Siiarp. a 
keen and sympathetic observer of 
wild life, contributes a fascinating 
paper oti the sparrows tliat roost in 
tlie ariCient elms of King’s Chapel 
church yard, Boston— one of tlie few 
known instances of a bird colony 
making its home beside a busy city 


street, and under the all night glare 
of electric lights. In “Tent Life for 
Health,” Jessie A. Pratt, nowin 
camp with her family at Garnet, 
Idaho, relates their experiences dur- 
ing three years of nomadic life in the 
west and sovithwest. illustrating the 
article with numerous photographic 
views. Cara Howard Crandon writes 
the childrens’ story of the number, 
a pretty tale of “A Golden Day” in 
the life of three little girls. Other 
excellent stories are told by Catherine 
Coll, Lavon C. Cheney, Leavenworth 
MacNab, and Willard Dillman. 'The 
character studies of the number are: 
“Miss Held and the Duchess,” bv 
Ralph Bergengreti ; “John H. Kirby 
of Texas,” by Henry Rightor; 
“General Edward S. Bragg, a Fight- 
ing American,” by Ellis B. Usher. 
In the series of “progressive Ameri- 
can Cities Grand Rapids Mich, and 
Canton, Ohio, are made the subjects 
of illustrated articles. Articles touch- 
ing our problem in the Philippines 
are “An Island Republic for the 
Filipinos,” by Peter MacQueen M. 
A.; “An Army Woman’s Voyage to 
Manila by Harriet Osgood Clenden- 
in. Frank Putnam In his “Note and 
Comment tells for the first time the 
true and very interesting story of 
how Edmond Rostand stole his 
“Cyrano de Bergerac from E. S. 
Gross “The Merchant Prince of Corn- 
vill,”and how John McGovern proved 
the theft. Congressman Greene of 
Massachusetts describes a thrilling 
sea disaster and urges more liberal 
treatment of the life savers. A Chicago 
merchant states the case of “The 
Public and the Packers.” As usual, 
the poems, essays and reveiws are 
of the best, and the portraits of 
celebrities of the hour are many and 
new. 

What makes the happy relation be- 
tween man and woman, is an eter- 
nally interesting question, and a 
clever discussion of why marriages 
fail, presented by Rafford Pyke in his 
article “The Woman’s Side,” is cer- 
tain to receive the very wide consid- 
eration which has been given to that 
author’s previous articles on the dis- 
cussion of woman versus man. The 
July Cosmopolitan seems to be 
almost equally divided in interest I 
between men and women. “An 
Experiment in Domestic Finance” 
is another entirely novel article which 
will appeal to women, while some 
twenty pagesdevoted to the “Captains 
of Industry” will receive the consid- 
eration of men in all classes of busi- 
ness. The Cosmopolitan has under- 
taken to present a series of brief 
sketches of the men who are leaders 
in finance, manufactures, and com- 
merce. not prepared in an off hand 
way, but bv writers of the greatest 
ability who have an exact knowledge 
of their subjects. The series thus far 
produced has attracted the widest at- 
tention. The industrial changes which 
have of late been occurring svith 
such rapidity have the widest possi- 
ble interest for all classes. The 
knowledge of these men, their deri- 
vation, leading characteristics and 
weaknesses throws much light upon 
the news of the day in which their 
names constantly recur. 

There are four particularly notable 
illustrated articles in The Outlook’s 
Magazine Number for July. One of 
these is an appreciation or character- 
ization of the newly crowned King of 
England, under the title “His Britan- 
nic Majesty.” Tlie writer is Mr. 
George W. Smalley, now the Ameri- 
can correspondent of The London 
Times, and for many years the Lon- 
don corespondent of — The New York 
Tribune. Another is called “A Hun- 
dred Years of West Point,” and is 
written by Mr. James Barnes, the 
author of “Admiral Karragut,” and 
other well known books; it is devoted 
not so much to the history of the 
century the close of which has just 
been commemorated at West Point as 
with the spirit and tradition of the 
place and the life of the students. The 
third article referred to is “A Talk 
on Birds” by Mr. W. E. D. Scott, 
the curator of Ornithology of Prince- 
ton University; Mr. Scott has a re- 
markable collection of live birds at 
Princeton (some five hundred In all) 
and probably no other living Ameri- 
can knows so much about the life and 
habits of song birds. There are sev- 
eral pictures by Mr. Bruce Horsfall, 
whose specialty is bird portraiture. 
Finally of great industrial interest 
is the paper called “Our Ships of the 
Sea” by Mr. John R. Spears; it de- 
scribes the immense advance made 
ill ship building in this country late- 
ly and is illustrated by many fine 
pictures mostly photographs taken 
for this express purpose. 

The following story is told by Mr. 
James Barnes in an article on “A 
Hundred Years at West Point” in 
The Outlook as an illustration of the 
West Point idea of obedience and 
discipline: During the war a young 
officer once reported to a volunteer 
brigade commander that lie had 
orders from divison headquarters to 
take a battery that held the top of a 
sweeping slope on the front of the 
Confederate line, the shells from 
which were playing havoc with tlie 
Union infantry that were deploj’ing 
through a wooded ravine. 

“What! exclaimed the volunteer 
brigadier: “are you going to try to 
take those guns with cavalry? Im- 
possible! You can’t do it.” 

“Oh, yes, I can. sir.” was the re- 
ply: “I’ve got the orders in my 
pocket.” 

This West Pointer did not doubt 
in the least what he was going to do, 
nor his capacity, and, strange to 
say, he did it. for advancing at a 
charge suddenly from the wood across 
the open ground he took the battery 
in the ilaiik before they couUl change 
effectgally the position of the guns 
and lie brought them back with him. 

WlDth TOP’S Anniversary. 

Mirch 27, 1852, Governor Boutwell 
signed the act of incorporation mak- 
ing Wintlirop an independent munici- 
pality. Up to that time it had been 
for one hundred years a part of Ciiel- 
sea and previous to that it had been 
a portion of Boston for one lutndrcd 
years. The semi centennial anni- 
versary of tlie incorporation of the 
town will occur the 4th, 5tli and 6th 
of July. Elaborate preparations have 
been made for this event. There will 
be formal speech making with anni- 
versary addresses by distinguished 
people, an itnpusliig parade and 
abundance of spurts, with decorations 
and illuiuiiiatloiis ad libitum.

The Better SWe of Life. 

Dr. Shinn preached in Grace 
church, Newton, on Sunday morning 
from Phil. 4, 8, “Whatsoever things 
are true whatsoever lovely — think on 
these things.” He started out by 
saying that character is fed by what 
the mind loves to dwell upon. If most 
of our thinking is of mean things we 
become mean ourselves. We are up- 
lifted if we welcome noble thoughts. 
This principle which was at the basis 
of St. Paul’s exhortation could be 
applied to the use of the newspaper 
of the day. The danger is that we 
grow pessimistic because the activity 
of the news gatherers brings before 
us so many depressing things to 
think about. 

They show us so much of the dark 
side of life— the murders, defalcations, 
battles, intrigues and scandals. These 
things are made to loom up so promi- 
nently that we are apt to forget the 
better side of life. After enlarging 
upon the wonderful enterprise of the 
modern newspaper in bringing to- 
gether the news of the day, he gave 
some illustrations from recent papers 
of how along side of so much that is 
startling and disheartening there is 
this less prominent record of noble 
deeds. Among his illustrations was 
the story of Father Hussie's adminis- 
tration of the total abstinence pledge 
to 4000 miners at Hazlcton.to keep them 
from disorder during the coal strike. 

Dr. Shinn paid a high tribute to 
the service rendered society’ by many 
a Roman priest. He found other illus- 
trations of this better side of life in 
the recent consecration of two churches 
built by women as memorials, and the 
purchase of Richmond Beach, New 
York, as a resort for the poor and the 
sick, one thousand of whom the 
purchaser is to send there each day In 
summer, at his own expense. His clos- ' 
ing illustration was a story of a recent | 
gift for the enlargement of a London 
Hospital by a gentleman whose in- 
terest was awakened by seeing 
patients waiting tneir chance to be 
admitted. 

The exhortation was that all should 
be on the alert to see what was good 
in life, and to encouraging the 
growth of goodness by welcoming it 
wherever it is found.

These were qntu- 
rally the speclnl prey of the thief. ' 

Itetectlves took the inntter In hand, 
nnd the offender was discovered with 
full evidence of his guilt upon liiiii. ' 
He confessed to stenllng the llbrnry’s 
property nnd to hnvlng it in Ills pos- 
session. By the time the matter reach- 
ed the, courts the greater part of the ’ 
book plates had been restored, the thief 
having settled satisfactorily with the 
persons to whom he had sold or glvf'H 
them, nnd, as the prisoner had repaid 
the expense to which the library had 
been put, the college consented to leave 
the matter of sentence with the court, 
which imposed n fine of $150 on one 
count and put the other count on file, 
to lie brought up again Inter If it should 
be desirable, meanwhile placing the 
offender under $ 1,000 bonds for his fu- 
ture appearance If he should be want- 
ed.

Washington Letter. 

Enthu.siastic and heartfelt as was 
the celebration of Tndepcueticc Day 
in this country, this year, there is 
reason to believe that it was even j 
more so in the Philippine Islands, 
where, for the first time, the great 
day was really celebrated by all the 
people in rccoguitioti of the accom- 
plishment of that liberty for which 
they struggled in ,vain for so niatty 
years. By a happy combination of 
circumstances and direction the 
Fourth of July saw the last of mili- 
tary rule in the islands and the in- 
auguration of civil government. 

Under the provisiotis of the Philip- 
pine bill enacted by the Fifty-seventh 
Congress the great privileges of the 
‘‘Bill of Rights” are conferred on the 
Philippine people and there are none 
who will not rejoice at the blessings 
thus bestowed upon them, unless, per- 
haps, it be a few disgruntled politi- 
cians whose dire predictions have been 
disproved and whose attempts to make 
politicial capital out of the efforts of 
the administration to establish peace 
in the islands have proved a boomer- 
ang. By the provision of the amnesty 
proclamation of the President all po- 
litical prisoners in the Philippines 
were released and the way paved for 
the liberation even of those who had 
offended against society in some min- 
or form. 

Advices received at the State De- 
partment indicate that the negotia- 
tions now being conducted at Rome 
by Governor Taft are progressing at 
a satisfactory pace. Confronted by 
the difficult problem of supplying 
prie -ts to minister to the large num- 
ber of members of his church, when 
the friars shall have left the islands, 
the Pope desired to retain there all 
of those againts whom no charge of 
malfeasance in office had been 
brought, but Governor Taft, believing 
it to be necessary as a proof to the 
Filipinos that there will be no further 
connection between church and state 
and as further evidence that the pres- 
ent government is in no way in sym- 
pathy with the hated Spanish dom- 
ination with which the friars were 
associated, has advised the Pope that 
it will be necessary that all those 
friars who have left their parishes 
and all those in the city of Manila 
shall be removed from the islands. 
The entire reasonableness with which 
the Vatican has received the repre- 
sentations heretofore made by Gov- 
ernor Taft warrants the assumption 
that ultimately the negotiations will 
end in a manner satisfactory to all 
concerned and the purchase of the 
friars’ lands and their being opened 
up to settlement will mark the be- 
ginning of an era of small land 
holdings in the Philippines which 
will, it is safe tj presume, result as 
beneficially as did the passage of the 
Homestead law in the United States. 

On Thursday evening the President 
left Washington for Pittsburg, where 
he delivered two addresses. In his 
public oration Mr. Roosevelt for the 
first time put into practice the policy 
which I outlined in these letters a 
week ago, and the announcement of 
which was sent out by no other Wash- 
ington correspondent until July 2d. 
I refer to his ardent advocacy of 
Cuban reciprocity with a view to so 
educating the public sentiment as to 
remove all serious obstacles to the 
ratificaion of tlie reciprocal treat w ith 
Cuba which he will submit to Con- 
gress as soon as the short session con- 
venes. It was on June 25th, that 
Judge Long of Kansas, explained to 
me the President’s intentions and 
I understand that in every public 
speech which the President will make 
between now and the time Congress 
convenes next December, Cuban re- 
ciprocity, which in the President’s 
mind is so closely allied w'ith 
national honor, w’ill receive marked 
attention and cxploritation. In Min- 
nesota, where the republican platform 
is somewhat indefinite in its hand- 
ling of tills subject, Mr. Roosevelt 
will dw’cll on it with espechvl em- 
phasis. 

On the day before the President 
left AVashingon Secretary Cortelyou 
asked me to make it clear to your 
readers that the President was going 
to Oyster Bay to secure a much need 
ed rest and that he will sincerely 
appreciate the consideration of those 
public and private citizens who per- 
mit him to spend his short vacation 
in comparative retirement with liis 
family. Secretaries Cortelyou and 
Loeb, w’ho have accompanied the 
President to Tlystcr Bay, have taken 
cottages in the village, and offices 
have been secured in the toivn for 
the transaction of such business may 
remain undisturbed in his summer 
home. A long distance telephone 
has been installed in the temporary 
White House so that Secretary 
Barnes, who remains in charge in 
Washington, will be able to coni- 
mu nicate with the offices at Oyster 
Bay at any time and all routine busi- 
iies will be transacted here. On Aug- 
ust 14th, the President w’lll leave 
Oyster Bay for the New England 
states, where he will pay a nuinber 
of visits and he will then go west, 
not returning to Washington until 
Oct. 8th, the date on which the 
Grand Army encampment in this 
city will begin.

TIMELY AID. 

Rescue by River Police of 
Two Men. 

Taken From The Water Only To Be 
Placed in Custody. 


Of the many re.‘»cuea to the credit 
of the police of the Charles river 
reservation of the metropolitan park 
commission, few have been more ex- 
citing than that which occurred at 
Riverside about 6 last Saturday even- 
ing in the presence of scores of canoe- 
ists. 

Through the timely aid and the ex- 
ertion of much physical power on the 
part of river patrolman Daniel Mac- 
Loud. two young men, who gave 
the names of Alfred A. Hayes and 
Timotliy A. Hayes and their residence 
as South Boston, were dragged from 
the water, only to be booked at police 
headqartcrs on a charge of drunken- 
ness. 

Like many other Saturdays on the 
upper Charles nver,the pleasure seek- 
ers last week numbered many hun- 
dreds. The Hayeses were among 
those who sought the enjoyment of 
a quiet paddle amid the beauties of 
this popular stream. They had left a 
boathouse at Riverside and paddled 
down the river but a short way when 
their craft overturned. 

Patrolman MacLoud was near the 
B. A. A. boathouse when he heard 
the screams of two men and the 
shouts of ‘‘Hold onto the bottom,” 

I ‘‘Keep your head up,” and other good 
advice that came from different direc- 
tions. 

MacLoud turned about and saw but 
a short distance away two men strug- 
gling in the water. With his boat he 
was soon at their side. Then took 
place as difficult a rescue as any of 
the police have encountered. 

Leaning over the side of his boat 
MacLoud grappled with the two men. 
It was no easy task and the presence 
in the water of the overturned canoe, 
cushions, paddles and back boards 
only added to the confusion. The 
patrolman was victorious, however, 
for after much skirmishing, hauling 
and tugging he landed both men in 
his boat. They were thoroughly 
drenched and all the articles in the 
canoe had been soaked. All the lat- 
ter were gathered together and re- 
moved with owners to the park police 
station on Commonwealth avenue. 

Here it was readily seen that 
neither of the survivors bad suffered 
any. serious injury. On the other hand, 
the police formed the opinion that 
both men were intoxicated, or they 
would have never fallen into the 
river. 

The patrol wagon of the Newton 
police department wa.s summoned and 
both men were taken to police head- 
quarters. It was not until they reached i 
the door of their cell that they real- 
ized they were in custody. Prior to 
that they had commented upon the 
unusual amount of red tape that ac- 
companied a rescue and declared much 
of it was unnecessary. They protest- ' 
ed strongly, after being locked up, I 
against such treatment. ! 

In the police court Monday morning 
Judge Kennedy found both guilty of 
drunkenness and ordered them dis- 
charged.

Nix’s Mate, Boston 
and Minot's Lights, into the broad 
svaters of Massachusetts and 

thence in almost a straight line for 
the beautiful land locked harbor of 
Provincetown. Once there, the ex- 
cursionists may regale themselves 
W'ith a course dinner at any one of 
several hotels, and still have time for 
a stroll or drive about the quaint old 
town itself. It was in Pro%'incetown, 
and not Plymouth, that the Pilgrims 
first landed, and there, at the Tip of 
the Cape, on board the Mayflower, 
they drew up the famous charter. One 
of the many delightful features of 
the trip on board the Cape Cod is the 
music of the Bay Line Band. Refresh- 
ments arc served, but it is one of 
the cardinal rules and regulations of 
the company that there shall be no 
liquor sohl on board. The fare for 
the round trip this season is the 
same as last, one dollar. Week days, 
9.30 a. m., Sunday’s, 10 a. in.

The 39tb annual report of the Agri- 
cultural college, making an octavo 
pamphlet of 298 pages, has just been 
Lssued. President Guudcll emphasizes 
two feature.s in the growth of the in- 
stitution, Nature study and opportuni- 
ties for women students. He endorses 
j the recommendation of the Secretary 
I of the board of education that the 
! college should be authorized to assist 
the teachers of the State by furnish- 
I ing them with Icatlets presenting 
different phases of Nature study. A 
number of women during the past 
year have been pursuing studies both 
in the course for Bachelor of Science 
and in the graduate courses. To make 
the college still more helpful to wo- 
men the tru.stccs have voted that the 
college shall offer special lecture 
courses open to women in such 
branches as botany, entomology, tlori- 
eiilture, fruit cnltiire, market garden- 
ing, and the dairy. Accordingly the 
report contains an outline two years’ 
course of study especially adapted to 
women. It includes botany, chemis- 
try, horticulture, zoology, entomology, 
French and German. 

Professor G. E. Stone discusses the 
need of and presents plans for a 
Massachusetts garden In which shall 
be found specimens of all the native 
trees and shrubs of the State. His 
plans have been adopted by the trus- 
tees and the work has been begun. 

The report covers also the work of 
the Experiment station. The San 
Jose Scale has been found widely dis- 
tributed in the State and causing 
great damage. The sterilization of 
soil in greenhouses is fully described 
and explained by Professor Stone and 
its valuable results, where adopted 
throughout the State, made clear. The 
soil is sterilized by means of steam 
or by the use of hot water. The re- 
sult is the prevention of the plant 
diseases commonly found so destruc- 
tive to crops produced under glass. 
The value is seen also in the in- 
creased size of the plants grown 
amounting to 33 per centum. The old- 
est, most conservative and intelligent 
lettuce growers are enthusiastic over 
the results. 

Of especial importance is the report 
of Dr. J. B. Lindsey giving the results 
of experiments, made during the past 
20 years by himself and others in Am- 
herst and in other American stations, 
as to the digestibility of feed stuffs 
by ruminants, swine, horses and 
poultry. The present tables give the 
coefficients of digestibility which 
show the amount of the food the ani- 
mal actually assimilates. Similar 
tables prepared and published by Dr. 
Lindsey in 1897 were printed by Pro- 
fessor W. A. Henry of Wisconsin in 
his volume on foods and feeding. 
The present report brings the account 
of results down to the present date. 
This will be of great value to Scien- 
tists and to practical feeders of poul- 
try and live stock and to dealers in 
commercial feed stuffs.

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ACROSS THE CONTINENT , 

A Grapblc Man's Experience In Tbe Far 
West— CalHornia. 

June 15th, 1902. 

Dear Graphic: — After leaving Grand 
Junction on the Rio Grande VVestcrn 
tKe train went through the great 
fruit belt of the region, the hcaclquar- 
tcrd being at Fruita. I was on the 
observation platform of the car a 
little later when we passed the line 
into Utah. This is marked on the 
rocks in large white letters and is 
plainly noticeabic if the traveller 
happens to be on the lookout. The 
very heart of the American desert is 
now reached and groups of monster 
monoliths of fantastic shapes and 
many colors are passed. A part of 
this region is being steadily but 
surely reclaimed by the introduction 
of irrigating ditches and the persist- 
ent determination of the ranchmen 
to supply the one thing lacking to 
make the rich soil productive. At 
Helper are located the division head- 
quarters, roundhouse and repair shops 
and at Castle Gate near the Wasatch 
range arc two huge pillars of rock 
similar to the gateway in the Garden 
of the Gods. The space between them 
is narrow and through this runs the 
railway and the river. Coal mines 
are located here, also coke ovens, while 
not far away are extensive blue sand- 
stone quarries. At Provo, 45 miles 
from Salt Lake City, is the county 
seat of Utah county, also the state 
insane asylum and the largest woolen 
mill west of the Mississippi river. 
Mercur is the last important point on 
this part of the trip and is in the 
Floyd mining district well known out 
here for its rich mines and many 
camps. 

Salt Lake or “Zion,” “The City 
of the Saints,” was reached about . 
9.30 in the morning. It is a curious 
and picturesque city and my Hrst 
trip was to Temple Square, where 
is located the buildings of the Mor- 
man church. The first object of in- 
terest is the handsome monument 
erected to the memory of Brigham 
Young. A bronze figure of heroic 
size stands on a granite pedestal 
facing one of the main streets, The 
arm is extended as if in welcome to 
all. Lower down is the figure of an 
Indian on one side and of a hunter on 
the other. The inscription on front 
reads: “In Honor of Brigham Young 
and the Pioneers,” and on the back 
are the names of those who arrived 
in the valley July 24, 1847. This was 
the date of the founding of the city 
and from this humble beginning has 
come the great capital with its 65,000 
inhabitants, two-thirds of which are 
Mormons. Inside a high stone wall 
is the temple, tabernacle and assem- 
bly hall. The temple building was 
begun soon after the arrival of the 
pioneers and work continued unre- 
mittingly for forty years. It cost 
over four million dollars and is of 
grey granite with towers extending 
high above all surrounding objects. 
The dimensions of the foundations 
are 186 ^ by 99 feet. No gentile is 
allowed entrance here as the interior 
is sacred and is the place where all 
private services are held. Within are 
celebrated marriages and baptismal 
rites and many other mysteries. Near- 
by stands the great turtle shaped 
tabernacle, the assembly hall of -the 
saints. The building is oblong in 
shape having a length of 250 feet from 
east to west by 150 feet in width. 
There are no centre posts, the roof 
being supported by the red sand stone 
walla of the building, tlte one un- 
broken arch forming the largest self 
sustaining roof on the continent with 
the exception of the Grand Union 
Depot in New York City. No nails 
were used, the roof having been put 
together svith wooden pins and raw- 
hide. The tabernacle is used for 
church purposes as well as other 
large gatherings and the seating 
capacity is variously “estimated from 
9000 to 12,000. The acoustic proper- 
ties of the building are marvelous, 
the dropping of a pin or a svhisper 
being heard 200 feet away. The or- 
gan is at one end of the main audi- 
torium and in front are the scats for 
the 550 singers which compose the 
chorus and for the speakers and dig- 
nitaries of the Mormoji faith. Within 
a short distance of the walled in- 
closure is the Amelia Palace, the 
former home of Brigham Young’s 
favorite wife, tlic Lion House. Bee- 
hive and between them a small build- 
ing which is used for the oflice of the 
president. Near by is Eagle <Jatc, 
erected by Brigham Young in 1859 
and the building where his children 
went to school. When the fact is 
stated tliat Mr. Young had 26 wives 
and 56 children it is not to be won- 
dered at that a special building was 
consistant for educational purposes. 

I also visited Brigham Young’s 
grave, an ublong grass plot with a 
liigh iron fence, located on a side 
street. Several of his wives are 
buried witli him. I next visited the 
city and county building, a fine 
stone structure, completed in 1894 at 
a cost of one million. From the 
clock tower I had a fine view of the 
city and the mountains at the north 
an<l east. The salt palace is farther 
down the street and derives its name 
from the fact that much of the salt 
rock formation was used in its con- 
struction. It is similar in style to 
many of the World’s Fair and Buffalo 
Exposition buildings. The star at- 
traction of the state is the Salt Lake, 
about 18 miles from tlie city and I 
went out tiiere in tlie afternoon in the 
electric cars. The terminus is at Salt 
air, an open pavilion of Moorish 
design built on piles 1,0U0 feet from 
shore. Tlie lake is 2,5U0 s([uarc miles 
in urea and is 22 per cent, salt, >vhile 
the Dead Sea is 24 per cent. The 
depth will average some fifty feet , 
but owing to the increase of irrigaton 
the springs that have fed the lake are 
used fur this purpose and it is grad- 
ually drying up. I was informed by 
one of the attendants at the pavilion 
that tlie lake was lower by a foot than 
a year ago. The finest grade of salt 
fur table purposes is prepared liere, 
the factory being near ilie sliure cf 
tlie lake. Munv take advantage of 
tile bathing facilities to experience 
the peculiar effect of the saline* prop- 


erties of the water. It is impossible 
I to sink and the bather has a feeling 
of exhilaration and strength whi.^h 
remains with him for hours. A party 
of tis hurried back on an early car to 
hear the complimentary organ recital 
tendered by the first presidency of 
the Mormon churcli and given in the 
tabernacle. The regular organist, 
Prof. McClellan, officiated and ren- 
dered an artistic program, afterward 
j I secured the following facts from 
'him: The organ, one of the largest 
I in the country, is run by electricity, 
is 30 by 33 feet, on the ground at the 
base and 48 feet high. There arc 110 
stops and 5500 pipes, the largest pipe 
being 32 feet by 2 feet square and the 
others 32 by 16 inches in diameter. I 
left Salt Lake City about 11 o'clock 
f< r Ogden, the western terminus of 
the Kio Grande Western Railway, 
and nine miles from the Great Salt 
! Lake, where a change is made from 
I mountain time to Pacific time, one 
hour later. Here we were delayed un- 
til long after midnight and the re- 
; mainder of the trip to the Pacific 
coast was the most disagreeable I 
have ever experienced. Most of the 
route is through the desert, it was 
: hot, the train was slow, stopping at 
many stations and the Alkali dust 
was almost unbearable. At Terrace 
i.s a rough village of huts occupied by 
Japanese laborers who work on the 
railroad and just beyond the state line | 
was passed into Nevada. Prairie ! 
, wagons are seen in all directions and . 
one village of some 20 houses there ! 
are 12 saloons with attractive names j 
over the doors, such as “Carrie 
Nation,” “Fenelon,” “Yon Vonson,' 
“Goose,” “Happy Strike,” and’ 
“Last Dollar.” Tlie residents in this 
district and in fact through the west 
dislike paper money, arc afraid of it 
and insist on silver or gold. I have 
learned from experience when chang- 
ing a bill to get silver dollars or coin 
of smaller dimensions. At several 
points in the direction ot the Wasatch 
and Ruby ranges I saw minature whirl 
winds and at Humbolt where the 
train stopped for 'lunch several pas- 
sengers made considerable fun for 
the crowd in trying to secure snap 
shots of some Piute Indians from 
the Wadsworth reservation located 
about 20 miles away. At Battle 
mountain not far from here Mme. 
Erma Nevada, t he famous opera sing- 
er has a home. A man on the train 
who lived in this region informed me 
that the state was one of the richest 
in the Union as regards mineral ore, 
having mines of gold, silver, copper, 
iron, sulphur, borax, nitre, salt, soda, 
granite, marble, lime and Portland 
cement. The highest point, before 
descending to the coast, was 7017 
feet, and we passed through 17 tun- 
nels, the longest one being a half 
mile and 46 miles of snow sheds built 
to protect the tracks and trains frcin 
the snow in the winter season. The 
trip from Sacramento, the capital of 
the state, into San Francisco has a 
unicjue ending. The train runs on to 
the largest ferry boat in the world at 
Venicia and sails across the bay a 
distance of 3 miles to Port Coster, 
then 45 miles by rail to Oakland and 
six miles by ferry boat again to Frisco. 

I put up at the Grand, the annex of 
the famous Palace Hotel aud located 
on Market street. -San Francisco 
has a population of 360,000 and is 
cosmopolitan in its character, having 
nati'.es from almost every country on 
the globe. It is a bad city, morally, 
from an eastern point of view, the 
theatres and other places of amuse- 
ment are open Sunday, gambling is 
carried on in small recesses in front 
of liquor saloons ciud in plain sight 
of the pedestrian; murder and assault 
are frequent and street rows are a 
common occurrence. The street cars, 
like all those in the west and on 
the coast, arc a combination of 
opened and closed parts, the closed 
being in the center of the car and 
the open part at front and rear. At 
the end of some of the lines there is 
a turn table by which cars are faced 
the other way for the return trip. In 
the afternoon I visited Golden Gate 
Park comprising 1013 acres. Here is 
located the Egyptian art building and 
museum, the extensive miselianeous 
collection being a part of the mid- 
winter exhibition held here a few 
years ago. Other points of interest 
are the Japanese garden. Aviary and 
BufT.alo Paddock. From there I went 
to Butro Heights, the property of 
the Siitro heirs and the former home 
of Adolph Sutro, the famous mining 
engineer, who planned the tunnel at 
the Comstock mines. This place is laid 
out like a park, similar to the Hiin- 
newell gardens in Wellesley. In my 
next letter I will describe the remain- 
der of my stay in ’Frisco aud iny 
visit to Southern Udlifornia. 


June 19th, 1902. | 
Dear Graphic: — In my last letter I i 
described a part of my visit in San | 
Francisco and I will write further , 
about this interesting city. At the 
foot of the hill from tlie heiglits are 
the famous Sutro Baths considered 
the grandest and larg-cst in the world. 
Tlicre arc several batliing tanks vary- 
ing' in size, dcptli and temperature 
with swimming accommodations for 
two thousand bathers. A large rock 
basin reservoir catches the ocean 
water at high tide to supply the 
tanks. ' The museum in the building 
contains a fine collection of interest- 
ing articles from all parts of tlie 
world. A short distance from here 
is 'the Clilf House built on a rocky 
blufi' overlooking tlie Pacific Ocean 
at the entrance of Golden Gate. From 
tlie windows and verandas an excel- 
lent view of the Seal rucks can be had 
and witli the assistance of glasses the 
sea lions cun be discerned swimming 
around tlie rocks or basking' In the 
sun. Some of tliese sea lions are 
very old and several of them are said 
to be as large as a cow. In the even- 
ing I made a pleasant cull on Mrs. 
Warren Mason and tlie Misses 
Mason, funner well known residents 
Itere on Jefi'erson street, and later on 
Newtonville avenue. Sfoiulay inurn- 
Ing I rode out to I'residio barracks, 
the military headquarters of the De- 
partment of California. Several bat- 
teries of artillery, troops of cavalry 
and companies of tnranlry are sta- 
tioned liere. There are about 151H) 
acres and it is lutil out much like a 
village witli shaded and well kept 
driveways, ii.'ut cottages for the ofii- 
cers and barr4.cks fur the privates. In 
the parade ground drill is held each 
day except Saturday from 9 to 10,30. 
1 witnessed a part of the drill and 
enjoyed the t'ne selections by tlie 
band. A short distance iiortli of the 
reservation is Fort Winfield Scott, 


named for that famous old hero in ' 
American history. The Mission \ 
Dolores dedicated Oct. 8th, 1776, Is i 
an interesting landmark, also the I 
mint and new city hall. The former 
is the largest in the United States 
and the latter, which was in course 
of construction for twenty years and 
cost six million, is one of the finest 
in the country. The harbor is one 
of the largest and deepest in the 
world and the time taken in a trip 
around the bay is well spent. On 
Alcatraz Island is a military prison 
and here one gets a magnificent 
view of the entrance to the Golden 
Gate and the open sea between the 
rocky promontories On Angel island 
is the national quarantine station 
and on Mare Island is the Pacific 
Naval station. vSome of the surround- 
ing towns seen arc Oakland, the 
terminus of the railroad lines, Ala- 
meda, Berkley, the home of the Uni- 
versity of California, an institution 
of National reputation and Belve- 
dere, a well known summer resort. 
The evening is the time to visit 
Chinatown, a bit of the flowery king- 
dom transported to America. It 
covers an area of about twelve blocks 
and has a population of from fifteen 
to twenty thousand. Some of the 
buildings are Chinese in architecture 
and a walk up Dupont street, the prin- 
cipal thoroughfare, after dark, is 
novel and interesting. Gaily colored 
Chinese lanterns are in evidence 
everywhere and theatres, restaurants, 
barber shops, opium joints, gam- 
bling dens, and joss houses are 
open and doing a flourishing busi- 
ness. Reliable guides can be hired 
by the hour and it is worth one’s 
while to visit some of these places, 
mainly the opium joints, gambling 
dens and theatre. In the first places 
men will be seen in all .stages of 
opium intoxication, from the first 
whif of the pipe to the stupor close- 
ly akin to death. The odor is sick- 
ening and the whole scene, while 
interesting is repulsive. In the gam- 
bling dens the occupants are throwing 
away their money in various ways. 
At the theatre a play is going on, the 
actors being assisted by a band whose 
hideous din as an accompaniment 
reminds one of the discord made by 
a lot of tin pans, a broken down 
accordion, and a few wind instru- 
ments badly out of tune. A play 
drags on for hours and to one not 
conver.sant with the language but 
little of the plot can be made out. 
One other place to visit is the dia- 
mond palace on Montgomery street, 
claimed to be the most beautiful 
jewelry store in the world. Tlie mir- 
rors tliat line the walls reflect the 
jewels in the show cases and the 
many crystal cliandeliers while the 
electric lights add beauty to the 
whMe. Seventeen elegant paintings 
by the famous artist Tojetti are in 
the curved ceiling and are further 
beautified by being set with precious 
stones. 

The manufacturing out put for San 
Francisco last year was $125,000,000 
and capital from here owns and con- 
trols most of the Pacific coast mines. 
Its imports were ,39,(X)0,000 and its 
exports 37,000. The temperature 
only varies ten degrees between sea- 
sons; there is an average of 185 clear 
clays, 104 partly cloudy days and 76 
cloudy days each year. It is the 
western gateway for American com- 
merce and is the greatest shipbuiiding 
port on the shores of the Pacific 
Ocean. The gold received from 
Klondike and Nome in 1900 was over 
thirty million and the bank clearings 
in 1901 were over one billion. Many 
other interesting facts relative to 
’Frisco could be given but these are 
enough to impre.ss the reader with 
the importance of the city from 
a financial standpoint. I left for 
Santa Barbara Tuesday morning 
and arrived there in the evening after 
a pleasant ride through the fertile 
southern country. The track in many 
places runs along by the coast and on 
every side ranclies are seen where 
grapes, prunes, apricots, cherries and 
oranges are in all stages of develop- 
ment. The coast range of mountains 
relieves the monotony of the flat 
country and tlie depot signs give the 
name of the places, the altitude and 
the distance from San Francisco. At 
Palo Alto is located the famous Lc- 
land Stanford. Jr., University, the 
Stanford summer residence, and the 
trotting farm. A distance of seven- 
teen miles further on is San Jose, one 
of the garden spots of the country. 
The grounds about the station have 
been laid out like a park and almost 
all the trees and shrubs of the region 
are found growing here. This is the 
point from which the stage is taken 
to Lick Observatory on Mount Ham- 
ilton, an elevation of 4443 feet. The 
great telescope has an aperture of 36 
inches and cost S55,000, Visitors are 
shown through tlic observatory at 
all times but a look through the 
telescope can only be l:ad Saturday 
evenings. At Santa Barbara I put 
up at the New Morris house, and in 
the evening called on Mr. Phillip 
Wells, son of the late Mr. Harry 
Wells, formerly a well known New- 
ton resident, who has been here fur 
some two years tutoring. The town 
is one of tlie oldest in the state and 
has a population of about 8,<X)0. Tlie 
following' morning I met Mr. Wells 
by appointment and wo visited the 
Santa Barbara Mission together. The 
old mission overlooks the town with 
its solemn arches, well kejit vincyartl. 
orchard and garden, and is one of 
the best preserved in the state. Tlic 
church is of dressed stone with mas- 
sive walls heavily buttressed, and 
has two story towers, where the , 
chime of bells is sheltered. The foun- 
tain in front is familiar to all, who I 
have seen pictures of tlie mission as 
one of tlie best views is taken from 
tills point. Tlie roof is covered witli 
tiles wliich resemble sections of 
flower pots divided lengtliwise. Tlicse 
arc put on in series of two witli the 
curved part up then, another is put 
over them with the curved part ilown, 
in this manner making tlie roof 
water tight. The mission was founded 
December 4tli,l78<i by Fattier Easuen, 
blit tlie site had been surveyed in I7n9 
bv Fatlier Crospu. In 1820 tlie new 
churcli us it now stands svas conse- 
crated witli impressive ceremonies. 
Tlie ministration of tlie Franciscan 
Driler foundeil by St. Francis of 
Asissi, has never been internipteil 
liere and it is nusv the lieadquartersof 
the Order on the coast. Near by has 
just been completed a fine stone 
building to be tisetl by St. Aiithou^'B 
College. Guod Father Hiigolanius 
met us at the dou» and guided us 
about tlie building and grounds, giv- 
ing interesting iiifurinatioii and 


I answering qiicntioini aa wc proceeded, 
j He is the carpenter of the miaaion but 
I the laat few ycara haa apent tlie great- 
j er part of hia time in showing the 
I large number of lonriata about. Wc 
I first visited the clinrch.a long narrow 
: room^ with ahrines and valuable 
painMiiga from Mexico, and formerly 
from Spain, on the aide walla. Over ! 
the altararc figurca of St. Francia of 
Asiaai, St, Dominic and Santa Bar- 
bara, the patron aaint. The walla 
here are aix feet thick and eighteen 
feet deep and in the garden adjoining 
thrcc-fourtha of an acre in area, are 
buried 5,<)0h Catholics. In a tomb at 
one end of the garden is buried the 
priests who have died during service. 
The tower waa next visited and then 
a room full of curios. Here was a bed 
consisting of a frame on which was 
stretched sheepskin formerly used by 
the fathers, a wheel of bells, old 
fanning implements, religous books 
printed by hand many years ago, 
and many otlier articles. The good 
father informed me he had been here 
sixteen years, that there were fifteen 
of the brothers at present residing at 
the mission and that they were all 
Germans. The costume worn consists 
of a long brown garment, loosely 
made and extending to the feet. It 
has a wide collar and hood behind 
and is held together at the waist by 
a knotted rope. The hair is cut close 
at the scalp but the crown of the head 
is not shaved. Sandals are worn on 
the feet and sometimes stockings, as 
the wearer feels inclined. From the 
mission I took a car to the beach, a 
fine stretch of sand with high cliffs 
to vary the monotony of the land- 
scape. A handsome hotel to cost one 
million is in process of erection and 
a fine bath house and bowling alley 
has been recently completed. On State 
street is a garden in which is grow- 
ing plants from every country on the 
globe. ^ Santa Barbara claims unusual 
attractions for tourists having both 
mountains and sea. In the season it 
is a_ city of roses having over 300 
varieties and from one garden 156 
varieties have been cut. On the 
hotel Arlington is a rose bush or 
rather tree with a trunk about a foot 
in circumference. I took the afternoon 
train en route for Los Angeles. Pe- 
trolcnin has been found in large quan- 
tities in this part of the state and at 
Summerland I saw the first of the 
oil wells. At no other place in the 
world are oil wells bored in the ocean 
and oil taken ftom the depths a quar- 
ter of a mile from land, is a feat de- 
cidedly unique. A tall cone shape 
frame work is built over each well 
and a pump extending down into the 
pipe is kept constantly at work draw- 
ing the oil up to other pipes which 
convey it to the large tatiKS or reser- 
voirs. I arrived at Los Angeles in 
the evening and intend to make an 
extended stay in and about tlie city.

Mottliew 11:28. Mnttliew 4 ;l!>. 

Rijrht conceptions of life arc of 
vast importance. 

This is a time of baccalaureates, 
Tvheti young' people are taught what 
life is, * * * and how to get the most 
out of it. 

And first in importance is the con- 
ception of Obedience to God. 

This is the Old Testament idea: 
"Behold, to obey is better than sacri- 
fice," likewise that of the New Testa- 
ment: "If any man willeth to do 

the will, he shall know of the doc- 
trine." 

But how know, and how find it? 
Well, we may find it in the world 
about us:nature works toward purity, 
everywhere she is putting tremen- 
dous emphasis on holiness. In history : 
God's over-ruling influence moulding 
and refining: the tides of history are 
setting towards purity. Through the 
Word. 

This is aday of "higher criticism," 
and the critics think they must leave 
out certain portions of the Scriptures; 
but when they have done it we have 
left the Ten Commandments, the or- 
ganization and history of the chil- 
dren of Israel and the coming of 
Jesus Christ. 

Man cannot interpret himself : there 
arc aspirations and capacities in the 
human soul that argue Fatherhood. 

Through the ministry of the Spirit : 
so we may know when He whispers 
to us and points the way, its the 
thing to obey and follow. 

Serviceableness — helping men into 
these conceptions of life which they 
need — not alone in the slums, and 
rescuing prodigals, but men in gen- 
eral. 

We have seen marvels of uplift in 
individuals and nations; this is a 
day when we hear much about evolu- 
tion that people can’t help believing; 
but I make one statement this morn- 
ing. No nation has ever developed 
upward without outside help! 

{A review of the continents and 
countries from Africa to Scandanavia ) 
Where should we be, had it not been 
for those missionaries from Asia? 

Now, the inference is a very sim- 
ple one— we’re to be helpers — and 
what shall we have? A man who has 
obedience to God on the one hand, 
and service to man on the other. 

Then will cornea tremendous earnest- 
ness in moral questions: we’re living 
in a time unlike what the svorld has 
ever seen: tremendous earnestness 
characteries the day — from my 
home in Chicago on the opposite side 
of the street, 1 can count the homes 
of five widows, whose husbands have 
worn out their lives in the eager rush 
of modern business. 

We should have this earnestness, 
calmed perhaps, but devoting itself 
to the Kingdom of God if we heard 
that voice as Abraham and Paul heard 
it. 

We should get breadth — we’re so 
afraid of narrowness: men are win- 
ning the reputation of breadth and 
liberality by what they deny. 

I call that man the broadest, who 
is master of the greatest amount of 
truth. 

It is a great thing to have in us 
that enlargejnent which comes from a 
right conception of obedience to God 
and service to men. 

Which is the broader, the man who 
knows the stars or I? the man who is 
musical, who has the great oratorios 
in his mind or the one who knows 
them not? 

I lately took the drive between 
Phillips and Rangeley, a fine one 
of twenty miles, and I noticed a few 
little flowers by the wayside; but 
when I reached the hotel, a lady. plain 
and simple, said "How, many flowers 
there are along the road. I counted 
forty-nine specimens." Which was 
the broader, she or I? 

The broad man is the man who 
has a God, who has a Jesus Christ, 
who knows the power of an endless 
life. 

Another thing this will give is the 
poise that will come to us in the 
midst of the turmuil of life. 

I went to see a friend in one of our 
business blocks in Chicago and as we 
looked about tlie great building with 
its beautiful appointments he said, 
"There is one thing you have not 
noticed, there are no screens in our 
windows" (the building is fourteen 
stories in height, "and we never have 
any trouble: we’re above tiie insect 
line." 

Ah! that is it— all the petty wor- 
ries, the jealousies and frictions of 
life arc done away above the insect 
line and life becomes superb, serene, 
unapproachable. 

There are many other conceptions 
of life, but remember the prompt, ab- 
solute obedience to the w*ill of God 
which dedicates itself to the service 
of mankind.

I Ihnt they nnist not 1 h' compelhHl to eat 
terrapin more than twice a wivk. To- 
day a barrel Is cheap at and mil- 

llonnlres travel Imndreds of miles for 
a chance to feast on this most deli- 
cious of all meats. 

Of course this menus genuine dia- 
mond bucks. There uro many imita- 
tions. 

I Every first class restaurnut In the 
country features “terrapin n In Mary- 
land" on its menu, but in not one case 
out of a hundred is the real terrapin 
served. The diner regales himself on 
what he believes to be Maryland's 
choicest dish. Instead he is merely 
eating fresh water turtles, “sliders’’ or 
“North Cnrollnn goldens.’’ 

The reason is simple. Restaurateurs 
don't serve renl diamond backs be- 
cause they can't get them. The world’s 
total terrapin population does not ex- 
mod 2o.000 of legal size, and these are 
confl]ie<1 to the shores of the Chesa- 
peake bay, the only place that produces 
them. 

Baltimore, Philadelphia and New 
York enjoy a monopoly. These three 
cities get practically the entire output, 
but fe\v ever find their way across the 
Blue Ridge. The epicure unfortunate 
enough to be torn In Chicago or St. 
Louis must either come east or forego 
the joys of terrapin. 

To select a real diamond back ama- 
teurs should be guldeil by these distin- 
guishing and characteristic markings: 

It Is of a greenish, dark olive color, 
sometimes running to spotted gray, 
yellow on the plate which surrounds 
the shell and has concentric dark 
stripes along the plate oo both shells. 
The sides of the head are a dirty white, 
sprinkled with small black spots. The 
bottom shell Is of whitish yellow.

Rhoddx nootR. 

Boots nnd shoes in England have 
boon Huliject to a very considerable fall 
In prices of late years. Partly this Is 
owing to the use of machinery, partly 
to the employment of lads where men 
used to do the work, portly to the use 
of whnt was formerly waste material 
nnd partly to sheer dodgery nnd trick- 
ery. Men’s lace boots nre now to be 
bought for 28. lid. They nro rande of 
leather, too, nnd to look nt them you 
might think it genuine enough. 

The truth la, however, the uppers are 
mnde of what nre known as “center 
splits,’’ and the soles are an artificial 
compound of leather waste. The “cen- 
ter splits” are very Ingenious forms of 
shoddy. Good, .honest skins are cun- 
ningly spilt Into three thicknesses. The 
center sheet is soft and spongy nnd 
has no natural grain upon It. But this 
defect In Its appearance Is supplied by 
a process of printing which pi'oducos 
a surface “grain” nnd makes it, to the 
lnexporlonco<l eye, Just like ordinary 
leather. It is then made up Into boots 
that give every promise of good service, 
a promise to the eye, to parody Mac- 
beth— pretty certainly destined to l>e 
broken to the hope.— Chambers’ Jour- 
nal.

But these snfeguards nro 
seldom seen on a merchant vessel, and, 
Judging by the extreme rarity of the 
cases wlicre they have been struck. 
Jack’s claim thnt ho is Biifer on the 
ocean than on shore during nn electric- 
al disturbance must be admitted.

Why 
lightning should strike an Isolated 
piece of timber on shore nnd spare it 
after It has been converted Into a ves-

John Bull certainly knows how to 
cook llsh, to prove which fact one has 
only to notice the Juiciness and go6^d 
I flavor of the first bit of fish, serv<^ 
perhaps at a little out of the way Inn, 
that one tastes In England. We Amer- 
icans have at command many fine va- 
rieties of fish, but too ofien find It sent 
to table In a “woolly,” tasteless condi- 
tion. 

An American cousin visiting in an 
English family made bold to ask what 
method of cooking “sea food” was 
prevalent In England and found that 
there the Importance of the thorough 
cooking of fish as a safeguard against 
ptomaines Is us much regarded us with 
us. Our old country friends, however, 
assure us that there Is not the slight- 
est occasion to reuder fish dry and 
tasteless in order to Insure thorough 
cooking If proper attention Is given to 
basting. One cannot well Imagine any- 
thing hotter than boiling fat, utid lav- 
ing plentifully with this is to make use 
of the surest ammunition possible for 
the routing of deadly bacteria. 

Instead of warning amateurs against 
underdone fish, lot coidous basting with 
sweet boiling fat bo Insisted on, and In 
place of a woolly, Uavorless result 
there will bo the opposite- Uaklness 
and Juiciness. Overboiling will pro- 
duce woolliiiess as surely us overfrying 
or baking. To insure tender, solid 
flakes in, for instance, boiled cod or 
halibut and to nvoUl dlssiiiatlng the 
flavor make sure the Avaler boils when 
the ilsh is put in; keep at u gentle 
boll; allow only ten minutes to the 
pound and tie carefully In cheesecloth 
that has hevu washed nnd boiled be- 
fore using. Cod well basted with hot 
olive oil or any good fat will be ulmo-^t 
gamy In flavor, as will cod steaks 
cooked in deep fat.— Washington Star.

Tercentenary Exercises at 
Gainsborough, Eng. 

Remarks of the Rev. 0. R. W. Scclt 
of Newton. 


Wc arc enabled this week to ffivc 
our readers an account of the Tercen- 
tenary held at the John Robinson 
Memorial church. Galnsborouffh. 
■England, last month and to which 
Rev. G. R. \V. Scott of Kenrjck 
Park was a delegate. 

We are indebted to the Gainsborough 
Leader for the article r 

At the luncheon the toast, “Our 
'Visitors,” was responded to by the 
Rev. Geo. R. W. Scott. D. D.. who 
interspersed an excellent speech, de- 
livered in a voice of ricli and robust 
■quality, with many humorous touches. 
He would, he said, be made of 
stone, if he did not fee! like respond- 
ing to the sentiments which had been 
uttered, and if he did not from the 
depth of his heart thank those gen- 
tlemen who had uttered such senti- 
ments in respect to his countymen. 
Speaking of the presence of Mrs. 
Spicer, and touching lightly on the 
influence of women in hlstorj*, he 
said. Dr. John Brown had told us 
that if it had not been for Queen 
Elizabeth, and the executioji of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, there would have 
been no Gainsborough church, or 
Scroby church, because Elder Brew- 
ster would not have been called to 
the part he played at Scroby. He 
need hardly say it was a Pilgrim 
mother who first placed her foot on 
Plymouth rock, and it was a woman 
who was the last of the Pilgrimage, 
who came over with the Mayflower. 
After a humorous story, the speaker, 
coming to the serious side of his 
speech, and in a voice of deep impres- 
siveness, said there was a great cloud 
of witnesses to the work of John 
Robinson and his noble band, who 
went across the sea, and it seemed 
to him that if the dead rose at the 
time of the crucifixion of Christ, and 
went into the city to comfort and 
help the poor disciples, then truly 
the spirit of these pilgrims were with 
us today, infusing into us that 
Puritan spirit, which would enable 
us to distinguish between freedom 
in religion, and freedom of religion; 
between independence by law, and 
independence of law, and surely we 
heard the voice of the Pilgrims speak- 
ing to us words of cheer and counsel. 
(Applause.) ' 

At the church services held in the 
afternoon Rev. Dr. Scott was entrust- 
ed with the task of conveying 
America’s message and America’s 
gift. Dr. Scott’s words, well chosen 
and excellently delivered, aroused the 
liveliest enthusiasm. He began: — 
Your chairman has spoken like a 
true American, and mv wisli is that I 
may speak as a true Englishman. 
(Applause.) I come here today in a 
double capacity; to represent Ameri- , 
Cl on this interesting and historic oc- j 
casion. This evening I shall be per- j 
milted to speak as the oliictal dele- | 
gate of the National Council of all i 
the Abierican churches, but this 
afternoon I merely voice the differ- 
ent denominations in America, his- 
torical associations and societies and 
institutions and individuals who wish 
to strengthen and perpetuate living 
and cordial relations between England 
and America. (Applause.) But first 
of all I have the exceeding honor of 
bringing to you a letter from our 
most distinguished citizen in Ameri- 
ca, primus iiiterpares, historian and 
rscholar, the statesman, the soldier, 
the gentleman, the true friend of 
England — (applause)— Theodore 
Roosevelt, our president. 

The audience here exhibited the 
utmost enthusiasm, and in the midst 
of a prolonged round of applause, rose 
with one accord to greet the illustri- 
ous name which Dr. Scott had men- 
tioned. 

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S GOOD 
WISHES. 

Dr. Scott said the letter was a per- 
sonal one addresed to himself, and 
read it as follows: — “White House. 
Washington, April 28th. Dear Dr. 
Scott, I have been much interested to 
learn of the celebration in connection 
with the John Robinson Memorial 
Church at Gainsborough. England, 
on June llth. It is eminently fitting 
that such a permanent and tangible 
tribute should be paid to the memorv 
of a great pastor and leader of the 
Pilgrims who did so much in laving 
the foundation of the world wide 
• upremacy of the English speaking 
folk, and I congratulate you heartily 
upon your opportunity to share in the 
celebration, and tlirough you I send 
to those having it in charge my 
best wishes for their complete success. 
— Yours sincerely, Tlieodore Roose- 
velt.” 

The letter was received with loud 
and continued up)>lause. 

He had als(» had to convey the 
nearly wishes of the senior Senator 
of Massachusetts, in which w’as Ply- 
mouth, Senator Hoar, and also from 
the junior senator, tlie Hon. H. C. 
Lodge, the Chronicler of New Eng- 
land liibtury. Senator [judge’s letter 
was as follows ; 

— “I have your kind letter. I am 
very glad to hear you are going to be 
present at the Tercentenary celebra- 
tion of the Separatist movement, to be 
held this year at Gainsborough. In 
that movement the history of New 
England and the I'nited States be- 
gan. To all New England men the 
name of John Rubinsuii w;^oneof the 
uiobt venerated amongst the names 
of the founders. Tlie PlyinouMi 
Pilgrims went furtli with his bless- 
ing, a>.d we of New iCngland can 
tiave no better hope than that we may 
continue to deserve that blessing and 
live up to the noble standards of 
that devoted man. With kindest re- 
gards, — Sincerely yours, — H. C. 

Then last Saturday, proceeded Dr. 
Scott, he had a very agreeable con- 


versation with oiir Ambassador from 
the United States, tlie Hon. Jos. H. 
Choate. (Applause). He had since 
written the following letter!— 

My Dear Dr. Scott, 

I regret very much that my engage- 
ments prevent my accompanying you 
to attend the dedicatory services of 
the John Robinson Memorial Church 
at Gainsborough this week. The 
nicnior3’ of John Robinson as the 
pastor of the Pilgrim Fathers in 
Holland is held in grateful remem- 
brance by all Americans. It was im- 
possible to exaggerate the wholesome 
influence of his liberal and Catholic 
spirit upon those brave and pious 
Englishmen who went forth from 
his pastoral charge to form a nesv 
state in tlic wilderness upon the 
principles of civil and religious 
liberty. Let us give him his full 
share of the credit for whatever they 
and their children have done in pro- 
motion and defence of that principle. 
His parting words to his flock, as they 
were about to sail on their perilous 
and eventful voyage, cannot be too 
often recalled, for they reveal his lofty 
character and show him to have 
been far in advance of his age, in- 
deed quite abrest of the most enlight- 
ened spirit of our own day. I am 
delighted to hear of the generous 
contribution you are bringing from 
America for the completion of the 
Memorial church at Gainsborough on 
the spot where he preached before 
his departure to join the Pilgrims in 
Holland. It will certainly be accept- 
ed in the same spirit in which it is 
given, and as a proof that at the end 
of the three centuries his influence 
is still living, and potent on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 1 trust that the 
celebration at Gainsborough will be 
very successful, and that you as the 
representative of the Congregational 
churches of America will carrj’ home 
tlie renewed assurance of the friend- 
ly and hospitable feeling which all 
England is constantly manifesting 
towards us. — Yours very truly — Jos. 
H. Choate. 

Then Dr. Scott brought forward 
what he described as documents rep- 
resenting the greetings and substan- 
tial tokens of not only the Congrega- 
tionalists.but the Unitarians, Baptists, 
and Episcopalians of America. (Ap- 
plause.) In the document he held 
was the list of donors to the fund, 
which he had had the honour, per- 
sonal!)’, to raise. The speaker ex- 
tracted from the list a number of 
distinguished names. Having done 
so he said: — And now, speaking as 
I am authorized to do. on behalf of 
all these lovers and admirers of John 
Robinson, I desire to thank the pastor 
of this church — (applause) — the offi- 
cers and members of the church — 
(applause) — the joint committee that 
has been working so well, for this 
grand opportunity of cooperating 
with them and with you in the pres- 
entation of this beautiful bronze 
tablet which has been but recently 
so gracesully TTtiveiled. And now will 
you permit me in the name of all 
these and others to present to you 
Dr. Mackennal, the chairman of the 
John Robinson Memorial Joint Com- 
mittee of Congregational Union 
of England and Wales, these drafts 
for ;^1,000 and upwards — (loud ap- 
plause) for the liquidation of the 
debt on this church, with the wish 
that the .surplus, may be used by 
your committee in the decoration of 
the building. (Applause.) May 
God bless this gift of America to you, 
to this the great English speaking 
people of this church and to us all. 
(Loud applause. ) 

i The Leader comments as follows 
I on Dr. Scott’s speech at the Thanks- 
giving meeting which closed the 
celebration : 

Dr. G. W. R. Scott, the official 
delegate from the American Congre- 
gational churches was the next speak- 
er, and he received a very warm re- 
ception. He made a very notable and 
striking speech, full of geniality and 
wit, vivaciousECss an<l humor with 
not a little American directness and 
New Etjgland common sense. After 
thanking Dr. Mackennal for h is I 
speech. Dr. Scott remarked that while ; 
New England had many of the relics j 
of the Pilgrim Fathers in America, j 
though he had brought over a live I 
specimen in the person of Mr. James, 
still England possessed the places 
Bawtry and Austerfield, Scroby and 
Grimsby, and Boston, and all the 
coast ports used in 1620. He brought, 
he said, the salutations and the 
warmest greeting of the American 
churches. All natiojis had their 
heroes. England had Cromwell, that 
great rugged boulder in the dead 
level of his century. France, Napo- 
leon. Germany, Frederick the Great, 
Sweden, Gustavus Atlolphus, Russia, 
Pejer the Great, Hungary, Kossuth, 
Italy, Savonarola, America, George 
Washington, who cut off abuse, 
who loved liberty. On the present 
occasion two extremes wlio loved to 
touch had met to honour John Rob- 
inson. It was worth noting how many 
great men had been named John, 
“God’s gift;” John the Baptist, 
John the Evangelist, John Chrysos- 
tom, John Calvin, John Barnevelde, 
John Knox, John WyclifTe, John 
Milton, John Biinyan, John Pyiii, 
John Hampden, John Howe, John 
Peiiry, the Welsh martyr, John 
Howard, John Wesley, the greatest 
of preachers, John Keats, John Kus- 
kin, John Bright, and finally, that 
one not the least, the embodiment of 
them all, with all his contradictions, 
John Bull. Tliere were ten Jolins 
among those who signed the covenant 
on the Mayflower. America had a 
long list of creat ami noble Johns, 
ending with Jolui Brown, and brother 
Jun-a-than, John Robinson bi«lding 
farewell to the Pilgrim Fathe s was 
a scene that artists hud painted. He 
would nosv bring forth from his 
mental portrait gallery a recognisable 
picture of John Hobinsen. blurred and 
indistinct at times, Init to be recog- 
nized at least by tlie seeing eve of 
the imagination of sympathy of un- 
derstanding. He is not dressed in 
martial or Dutch costume, but in 
garments of English pattern and 
make of sober black, long waist coat, 
sliurt coat, tight round the waist, 
witl) large sleeves, lung hose, low 
shoes with silver buttons. A large 
turned over collar, large cuffs, a skull 
cap. steeple iiat, and a cloak, for pub- 
lic wear. In age he looks about forty. 
He is of medium size, strong, healthy, 
looking thuugli naturally jiale us be- 
comes the scholar. He has a large 
liead holding a big brain; eyes which 
seem pools of purest love, blue and 
' keen, a broad high forehead, promi- 


nent nose, wide nostrils. A forceful 
and thoughtful face, made genial 
with a sweet smile, mouth firm, yet 
pliant of the New England type, a 
pointed chin, determined yet yield- 
ing, ns Englishmen yield when they 
have gained from their opponents all 
they want. He is a person tolerant 
and sympathetic, liberal, catholic, 
and generous. He stands the peculiar 
leader of a peculiar people, one of the 
chief factors in the making of the 
American Commonwealth. The coven- 
ant with the Lord signed in the cabin 
of the Mayflower was written by 
John Robinson himsclf.and there was 
the birth place of Amcrcian consti- 
tutional liberty. He died five years 
after the landing of the Pilgrim 
Fathers. It was said the Pilgrims 
persecuted. They never did. God, 
it was said, sifted a whole nation 
that he might send chosen wheat into 
the wiUlernesss. It might be said 
that he had sifted the Pilgrims and 
chosen John Robinson and William 
Brewster, they were only great by 
reason of their weakness, yet they 
builded better than they knew. It 
was said they were narrow. Yes, 
they were, and at the same time as 
broad as righteousness. They were 
narrow by the sheer force of an in- 
tense nature. It was said they were 
strict. Yes they were, if the Book of 
Sports were taken as the standard, 
or the dancing and wild revels. Their 
I Yea was Yea, and their Nay was Nay ; 
the one could never be mistaken for 
the other. They were not men of 
letters. Yet they knew their Bible, 
they honoured education, they .set up 
the town’s meeting very different 
from the English Governor of Vir- 
ginia, who wrote home, hoping they 
would have no such troublous matter 
as education for the next hundred 
years. It was said they were naked 
in their religion and plain in all 
absence of beauty. Yes: they believed 
in the purity and beauty of primitive 
simplicity and strength, and if their 
religion was naked it was the naked 
ness of the wrestler who is preparing 
for the spiritual arena, where he is 
to wrestle for the very life of Chris- 
tianity. They believed in the private 
commnnings with God which make 
unnecessary an ornate and compli- 
cated ritual. Both he and his audience 
he concluded, had full reason to thank 
God for this opportunity of showing 
their love for John Robinson. Both 
could worship at the same spiritual 
! shrine, both were the children of the 
i same father. They had been and al- 
ways would be friends and no ignoble 
: statecraft should ever sever the one 
from the other. (Loud cheers.)

Rainbow Circlb. 

One beautiful morning in August I 
Bto:>d on the top of Mount Washington 
and gazing at the far^distant horizon, 
saw the sun rise in glory and splen- 
dor. Then immediately followed one 
of those wonderful transformation 
scenes so often witnessed on a high 
mountain top. We were suddenly en- 
veloped in a thick cloud of mist, 
swept up from the western slope, 
whirled by the rushing wind around 
and above, and as soon as it passed 
over the Summit descended down to 
the Alpine Gardens and Tuckerman’s 
Ravine. At times as it passed over 
our heads, the storm cloud was rent, 
and through the narrow archway 
openings gave vistas of view be- 
tween hanging fringes of vapor a 
quarter of a mile in length. A lull 
or a change in the wind, and the 
cloud cap disappeared. 

Then the shadow of the mountain 
was clearly seen to the west, the apex 
resting on the Green Mountains many 
miles away. The wind freshened, 
and again the Summit was shruded 
in vapory cloud. Soon the cloud was 
partly blown away, and to the east all 
was bright sunshine, while to the 
west, for a little distance, the cloud 
continued to linger. 

Then burst upon our vision one of 
the most brilliant rainbows I had 
ever seen — a complete circle, and 
so near to us that it seemed we could 
almost touch it with our hands. As 
the cloud grew denser, the rainbow 
increased in brilltancy; as it thinned, 
the rainbow faded. The constantly 
changing cloud formed a kaleides- 
cope, revealing the most beautiful 
and everchanging colors. 

At times it was so brilliant as to 
dazzle the eyej then the faintest 
shadow of a rainbow only could be 
seen: again, in one part of the circle, 
the brilliant colors would show with 
intense beauty, while vacant spaces 
or faint tints would be all there was 
elsewhere to suggest the rainbow. 

At one time, as the freshening 
gale was sweeping greater masses 
of the cloud across the western slope, 

I stepped upon the highest point of 
the highest rock on the Summit just 
as the most brilliant and most com- 
plete circle rainbow was painted by 
the morning sun on the deecy and 
fleeting vapors. It was a little farther 
off than at sometimes, and the lower 
rim of the circle seemed to rest on 
the appex of the shadow of the moun- 
tains which also rested on the cloud. 
The sun cast my shadow also on the 
cloud. My feet appeared resting on 
the lower part of the full circle rain- 
bow, and .my head touched the cen- 
ter. In fact, my shadow formed a 
radius of this brilliant hued circle. 
Sometimes the niaascs of vapor on 
which the sun wrought this wonder- 
ful circle were at differeut distances 
away, and this caused a scintillation 
of the colors, imitating the twinkle 
of the stars on a clear, cold night. 

For nearly half an hour we stood 
there in the chill morning blast, 
watching the vapory cloud as it swept 
by and the rainbow changing as if 
by magic or some wizard of the air, 
— Among The Clouds. 

Three Thunder Stormh at Once. 

I left the Summit House on the 
top of Mount Washington one morn- 
ing in July for a tramp over Clay to 
Adams. The cloud cap on the top at 
sunrise had disappeared early in the 
morning, and although a suspicious 
haze lingered down in the ravines, 
the promise was for a warm, pleasant 
day. But before 1 reached the first 
gentle slopes of Mount Clay, the 
wind had changed; clouds were rap- 
idly gathering in the Amnionoosuc 
valley, and were sweeping towards 
the Crawford Notch and filling the 
huge amphitheatre west of Mount 
Washington. The atmosphere was 
charged with electricity, and every- 
thing boded a thunder storm. Soon 
the clouds advanced with the rising 
wind up over the depresssion be- 
tween Washington and Clay, even 
over the top of Clay, and were 
whirled into the Great Gulf. 

1 started immediately to retrace 
my steps and reach the Summit be- 
fore the stunii should burst upon the 
mountain. Hardly had I ascended 
half the distance to the top when a 
glittering light seemed, for a moment 
to illuminate the mass of vapor and 
then a sharp peal of thunder in the 
Ammonoosuc valley foretold the 
opening of the battle. 

Hardly had the echoes ceased be- : 
fore another peal rolled in echoes 
from mountain to mountain, seemed 
to follow the cloud over the depression 
between Washington and Clay, and 
almost immediately a sharp report, 
like a rilled cannon, burst in the 
Great Gulf, echoed from cUlT to cliff, 
and shook the mountains to their very 
foundations. Just us 1 readied the 
bmnmit House the thunder storm 
closed all around and the rain poured 
<lown in torrents. 

In a little while it passed away 
from the top but continueil in the 
valleys. We could see one detachment 
of the storm passing throiigli the 
Crawford Notch and fol lowin g down 
the Saco valley, even to North Con- 
way, the lightning Hushing and the 
thunder pealing as the clonds and 
storm moved away. 

The detachment which filled the 
Great Gulf moved towards the Glen 
House, and then swinging to the 
right advanced southward through 
the valley to tlie vicinity of Glen 
Kills Falls. 

The storm that had come over ami 
around the Summit passed on, a part 
sinking down into the valie y of the 
Peabody and KlUi river, and 'joining 
that which liud sweps through the 


' Great Gulf and out by the Glen 
I House, while the rest, borne onward 
by the gale, rose to the top of the 
Carter range. And here two distinct 
thunder storms were In full blast. 
The whole valley between Washing- 
ton and Carter was filled with clouds, 
while almost Incessant lightning 
flashes illuminated the vaporous mass 
and peal upon peal of thunder rolled 
through {he valley, shaking the moun- 
tains to their very center. Above on 
the Carter range, another distinct 
thunder storm was raging in full 
fury, the lightning Hashing along the 
peaks and the thunder booming from 
cliff to cliff. It was a grand scene — 
one never to be forgotten. Three 
thunder storms at once, on wli Ich we 
gazed with awe; the lightning flash- 
ing and the thunder rolling immedi- 
ately beneath our feet; higher up. 
only a few miles away, another was 
moving eastward across the mountain 
tops, while a dozen miles to the south- 
east a third was sweeping down the 
Saco valley to disappear beyond our 
view. — Among The Clouds. 

Washington Letter. 

Washington, D. C., July 14, 1902. 

'‘There is absolutely nothing In the 
democratic claim that the republican 
party cannot "make good" their 
promises in regard to the trusts and 
the Panama canal," said Senator 
Foraker, whom I met at the tempo- 
rary White House on Friday. "On 
the contrary, I believe that Congress 
will warmly support the President 
in his desire to secure legislation 
which will enable the government to 
curb the tendency of certain trust to 
advance prices beyond reason. I am 
not prepared to say that all trusts 
are pernicious and I have never heard 
the President make such a claim. 
The Sugar Trust, for instance, has 
materially reduced the price of sugar 
to the consumer and at the same time 
has employed a large number of 
American workingmen at good wages. 
The Standard Oil Company has re- 
duced the price uf oil to the consum- 
er to minimum.lt stands to reason 
that institutions doing a large busi- 
ness can afford to employ experts 
in all their departments and with 
their help reduce the cost of prodtion 
to the lowest figure and at the same 
time realize the ifreatest returns 
from the by-products. The Beef 
Trust on the other hand, has 
brought public condemnation on it- 
self, and as result the federal gover- 
nment is now prosecuting it in the 
courts, If the Attorney General 
deems the present law in adequate to 
enable him to accomplish proper sup- 
ervision and restraint over the trusts, 
Congress will stand ready to uphold 
his hands by the enactment of legisla- 
tion which will prove eflicient." 

Referring to the Canal, Senator 
Foraker said that, in so far as he had 
been informed, everything possible 
was being done to facilitate its con- 
struction and that he believed there 
was nothing but demagogery back of 
democratic claims to the contrary. 
The Senator frankly admitted that 
there was a time when he feared that 
the democrats might gain control of 
the House at the fail elections but 
stated that now he had every confi- 
dence that such would not be the 
case. He regarded the democratic 
handling of the Philippine question 
as bungling and offensive, to the 
people. He said that the remarks of 
Senator Spooner, on the last day of 
the session, represented the position 
of nine-tenths of the people of the 
United States, who stood ready to 
repudiate the condemnation of the 
army for political purposes. 

Since my last letter great interest 
has been aroused by the report that 
the President has selected Represen- 
tative Littlefield of Maine to draft an 
anti trust law which will meet the 
approval of the President and of the 
attorney General as well as with that 
of Mr. Littlefield himself. This re- 
port has not been confirmed and Mr. 
Littlefield has declined to aflirm or 
deny it, but it is generally regarded 
as being very close to the truth. II is 
anticiated that Mr. Roosevelt will 
foreshadow the necessity of such a 
law in his message to Congress, 
much as he did in his last inessag'e, 
and that Mr. Littlefield will then 
introduce a bill which the President, 
in conversation with the leaders of 
the party, will support. There is 
undoubted necessity for such a lasv 
and it is deemed likely that the lasv 
svhich Mr. Littlefield will receive the 
support of many of the greatest finan- 
ciers of the country. As Mr. Roose- 
velt intimated in ills previous mes- 
sage, one of the greatest dangers of 
the trusts is over capalization, and 
he has frequently expressed the be- 
lief that were the affairs of the trusts 
made public, this tendency would be 
overcome, at least, to a large extent. 
Some of the leading financiers sup- 
port Mr. Roosevelt in this viesv aiul 
regard svith the gravest apprehension 
the day when "the water will be 
squeezed out of trust stocks," as they 
express it. They say that such an 
event, were it to come suddenly, 

, would precipitate a panic of unpre- 
i cedented proportions and that if 
federal Icgislatloii can be used to pre- 
vent unwarranted inflation of stocks 
it will make for the Htiancial pros- 
perity and stability uf the country. 
The enhancement of prices is regard- 
ed as by fur the lesser evil, particu- 
larly as it is believed that any serious 
increase will be followed by such 
severe competition us to insure a 
return to a normal basis. 

, Mr. Roosevelt's staunch ailheronce 
to the principles of civil reform have 
long been regarded by certain po- 
liticians as a weakness rather than 
as a source of strength in national 
politics but apparently that view is 
losing ground for the republican lead- 
ers have seen fit to give the l*resi- 
dent’s civil service record a leading 
place in tiie reputilic handbook. As 
matter of fact, the people are coming 
to realize more and inure that civil 
service reform makes for clean gov- 
ernment and an economical adminis- 
tration uf the public funds and there 
is little doubt but that they will sup- 
port Mr, Roosevelt more entluislastl- 
cully because he has never swerved 
I from his convictions and has been 
energetic and consistent in his efl'orts 
to remove from the executive depart- 
ments in Washington ttie last trace of 


the "spoils system." Before leaving 
for Oyster Hay, Mr. Roosevelt caused 
the Civil Service Commission to iRsiie 
two orders, on^s providing that no 
employee of the government shall be 
promoted except on the recommenda- 
tion of his chief and that political in- 
fluence is not to be considered in 
making promotions; the other pro- 
viding for the establishment of ex- 
amining boards in each department 
to select that class of employees 
known as "laborers," merit and 
general qualifications to be the only 
consideration in their appointment." 
This removes the last ciaHs of em- 
ployees from Congressional domtria- , 
tion, and hereafter there is reason to 
believe that the members of Congress 
will be freed front one of the must 
exacting requirements which has 
heretofore attached to their official 
positions, that of securing federal 
positions for their more influential 
constituents. 

Great interest attaches in Washing- 
ton to the statement of Senator Bur- 
ton of Kansas, made at Topeka a 
week ago today in which he said 
that, had thirty-five republican sena- 
tors come to the beet sugar senators 
and said: "We are going to pass that 
bill, " meaning the Cuban Reciprocity 
Bill, "they could have done so." 
Senator Burton also said "There are 
no fifteen republican senators out of 
the fifty-four who are in favor of 
the present bill, at heart." The 
charge is made that either a number 
of senators played the part of trait- 
ors, appearing to take sides with the 
President when they were really op- 
posed to his policy, or else Senator 
I Burton is vastly mistaken in his state- 
I ment and there is some talk of a 
I "round robin" requesting the Kansas 
senator to make good his allegation 
by the publication of the names of 
those whom he claim encouraged the 
beet sugar senators to hold out. 

For a Worthy Cause, 

Efforts are being made to arrange 
one of the most pleasing card of 
events ever seen at Combination Park. 
The date set is for July 26, and the 
cause for which it is to be given is 
one which will attract interest in 
every city and town within 20 miles 
of Boston. Almost every one has 
heard something of the Working 
Boys’ Home in Boston and the mag- 
nificent school at Newton Highlands, 
but it is doubtful whether one in a 
dozen persons realize vvhat a noble 
work is being done in this institu- 
tion. At the "Home" at least fifty 
boys arc cared for after their day’s 
work in the shops and factories or 
stores is over; here they are given 
home comforts with a good bed to 
sleep in and every influence possi- 
ble to better their condition is 
brought to bear by those in charge, 
good literature is provided, and while 
the majority of these boys are poor 
orphans gathered here and there from 
our public thoroughfares they are 
made to forget their misfortune. At 
the school there are at least one hun- 
dred orphans between the ages of 
10 and 15 svho arc being given a good 
grammar education and also as soon 
as they shosv an aptitude for such 
they are taught ome useful trade such 
as printing, typewriting, and other 
light work, whereby they may be 
able to go out and earn their owit 
living without being a charge on the 
public treasury of their respective 
towns or cities. To maintain such 
institutions requires considerable 
funds and it is for this purpose that 
the Working Boys’ Home Festival is 
to be held onJuly 26ch. It will afford 
a pleasant outing for the working 
man and his faintly at a very small 
cost and without the loss of time be- 
cause it falls on a day when we have 
at least a half hoUdav. The program 
being arranged is one of the best 
ever presented and will have some 
new features not heretofore seen at 
a similar event, notably is the horse 
show, and every one knows that at 
the regular horse show it is only the 
wealthy who can enjoy it because of 
the high prices of admission, but the 
committee has made arrangements 
for a grand horse show in connection 
with this event and there will be 
no extra charge for it either, the 
charitable owners of fine horses who 
have entered into the novelty have 
done so for the enjoyment they get 
out of it and the pleasure they will 
afford others as well as helping a 
cause which is so dear to many of 
the best business men in this com- 
munity. Another pleasing feature 
will be the appearance of the famous 
Troop D. which acted as an escort for 
Prince Henry during his recent visit 
to Bo.ston, and also escorted Presi- 
dent Roosevelt when in Boston. This 
troop will give an exhibition drill 
which will be as instructive as iiiter- 
csting and well worth the small sum 
asked as admission fee. The list of 
sports will include the following: KX) 
yards dash, 440 yards run, 880 yards 
run, putiiig 166 lb. shot, one mile 
run. 3 miles, running broad jump, 
handicap, 440 yards novice, scratch.

ALASKA. 

Interesting Statistics Com- 
piled by Treasury Dept. 


A million dollars a month is the es- 
timate made by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics of the present value of the market 
which "frozen Alaska" offers the pro- 
ducers and manufacturers of the 
United States. 

"Commercial Alaska in 190!" is the 
title of a monograph just issued by 
the Treasury Bureau of Statistics. In 
j it arc presented some striking figures 
about this until recently little ex- 
plored and little understood territory 
of the United States. By reason of 
the application of modern systems of 
travel and transportation, Alaska is 
now as accessible as Arizona. Three 
days of travel by modern ocean steam- 
ers from Seattle, among the islands 
and along the coast which forms the 
southeastern extension of Alaska, 
lands the traveler at Skagway; twelve 
hours bv rati over the mountains 
carries him to the head waters of the 
Yukon where comfortable and well 
equipped river steamers carry him to 
the gold field of central Alaska or 
down the Yukon river which is navi- 
gable for more than 2,000 miles at 
this season of the year. From the 
mouth of the Yukon another compara- 
tively short trip, by steamer, carries 
him to Cape Nome— the latest and 
greatest of the gold fields of Alaska. 

Gold, fish and furs are, according to 
this monograph, the principal indus- 
tries of Alaska at the present time 
and they send to the United States IS 
million dollars’ worth of the products, 
8 millions of gold, 6 millions of fish, 
chiefly salmon, and the remainder 
furs. 

The cost of Alaska was $7,200,000. 
The revenue which the government 
has derived from It since its purchase 
amount to over 9 million dollars, and 
the value of the products are now 
twice as much every year as it cost. 
The total value of their products of 
Alaska brought to the United States 
since its purchase is according to the 
best estimates that the Bureau of 
Statistics is able to make about 150 
millions, of which 50 millicns is pre- 
cious metals, 50 millions products of 
the fisheries, chiefly salmon, and 50 
million more furs, chiefly seal fur. 
Probably 50 million dollars of Ameri- 
can capital arc invested in Alaskan 
industries and business enterprises, 
including transportation systems. In 
the salmon fisheries alone, the com- 
panies engaged have a capitalization 
of 22minion dollars and the value of 
their plants, including vessels, is 
given at 12 million dollars. In the 
mining industries there are large in- 
vestments— the great quartz mill at 
Juneau beinir the largest quartz 
stamp mill in the world. while several 
other quartz mills represent large in- 
vestments. With the inflow of capital, 
the development of transportation 
systems, and the gold discoveries, has 
become the building up of towns and 
the development of cities with modern 
conveniences of life. Nome City, 
which is located but a comparatively 
short distance south of the Arctic cir- 
cle. has now a population of over 
12,000; postal facilities have been so 
extended that the number of post 
oflices is now about 60, and mails arc 
being regularly delivered north of the 
Arctic circle. 

Agricultural possibilities in Alaska 
have, until within a recent period, 
been considered of but slight impor- 
tance As the country was explored, 
however, and its conditions of cli- 
mate and soil studied, its mitural 
products observed, and experiments 
made with various classes of agri- 
cultural productions, it became ap- 
parent that the agricultural possibili- 
ties of the country, and especially 
uf the south and southeast, where 
the climate is modified by the Japan 
current, were of considerable impor- 
tance in view of the practicability of 
furnishing ut least a part of the food 
supply of the population which the 
varied resour.;c8 of Alaska seem like- 
ly to sustain and make permanent. 
These observations and experiments 
lead those who have participated in 
them to the belief that vegetables in 
great variety can be produced all 
along the southern coast and in the 
valley of the Yukon, and by some the 
)K>ssibiIity of the successful produc- 
tion of wheat and oats Is strongly 
supported. The grasses for the sup- 
port of cattle are abundant, and the 
experiment with live stock thus far 
justify the belief that this feature of 
the food requirements of Alaska may 
be furnished by tiic development of 
stock farms in the southern sections. 
In the north vast areas are covered 
with a moss stniilar to tliat upon 
which the reindeer thrives in other 
parts of the Arctic regions, and in 
view of this fact the introduction of 
reindeer from Siberia was begun a 
few years since and has jiroved ex- 
tremely successful, about 3,0;X) now 
being distributed through northwest 
Alaska, and the experiment has ad- 
vanced sufficiently to justify the con- 
fident belief that the reindeer will 
withiu a few years prove an impor- 
tant feature in furnishing both the 
transportation and food sup)>ly of 
northern and northwestern Alaska. 

The gross area of Alaska is, ac- 
cording to the VKX) census, ,S90,8ll4 
square miles The governor uf 
Alaska in a recent report states that 
this is equal to the combined urea of 
the twenty states of Maine, New 
Hampshire. Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut. New 
York, Ne%v Jersey. LVnsylvania. 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, West 
Vtrgnia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Tennessee.

BOYLSTON STREET. 

The midsummer meeting of the 
aldermen next Monday evening, is 
occasioned primarily by the com- 
plications resulting from the work of 
widening Boylston street. 

The Commonwealth Avenue Street 
■Railway Company has a short piece of 
track in Boylston street at Newton 
Highlands, and has thus far refused to 
^llow its location to be disturbed by 
the work of widening and recon- 
fitructing that portion of the street. 
'We understand, that after numerous 
conferences between the street rail- 
way companies, the only difference 
Ijetween them is the insistence of the 
Commonwealth Avenue Co., that the 
Boston & Worcester Co. shall bind 
itself not to petition for a location 
into Newton Centre from Boylston 
streeL This the latter company will 
»at do, and claims that this Newton 
Centre location is a matter for the 
aldermen alone to determine. 

Besides the seeming incongruity’ of 
bringing a Newton Centre location 
.luto what ought to be purely a local 
-matter for Newton Highlands, we ; 
bare heard the opinion expressed 
that the parcelling out of the terri- 
tory of this city between the various 
street railway companies, as the po- 
sition of the Commonwealth Ave- 
nue Co. indicates is a matter of 
^'ital importance and a serious in- 
fringement of the rights of the 
people as represented by the board of 
.aldermen. It is certain that a too 
strenuous insistence in the above 
position by the Commonwealth A\e* 
nue Company, and which menaces a 
great public improvement, will seri- 
ously injure the generally favorable 
opinion in which the consolidated 
companies are now held throughout 
the city. 

Another diHiculty, although not 
so serious as the tirst. is the contUct- 
ang claims of the telephone, electric 
light and street railway companies 
for the ownership of the pole line 
which is to be placed in the centre of 
T’.he reserved .space. Tiie street rail- 
vray company was granted tliis loca- 
tion in their francliise. and as the 
telephone company has an existing 
line on one part of the street and the 
electric light company, in another, 
each claims the priority. So far as 
we can learn there are no practical 
objections from any company to join- 
ing with the others on one line of 
poles, the sole olijeclton being the 
purely technical one of osvrjership and 
whicli carries no advantages whatever 
to the company holding it. 


METROPOLITAN PARKS. 

The assessmeiit.s fur tlie I'ctropoli- 
•:an parks sy.-stem aiinomiccd this 
•week are of considerable interest in 
^ liis city, wliicli is culled upon to pay 
:.be fourth large.-»t aimmnt in the en- 
ire district, being exceeded only by 
Boston, Brookline and C.imbridge. 

A review of the usaes.smenis seems 
to indicate that the protest made by 
Newton and Brookline last year, 
which was not sustained by tlie courts, 
vas well founded from uiir point of | 
- jew, as we have received the lieavy 
.-nd of the burden of park taxation. 
When it is coiisidereri that the only 
work of moment done by the metro- 
politan park commission in tliis city 
consists of liie purcliase of land on 
the banks of Charles river, and which 
still remains unimproved, it would 
seem as if the city itself could have 
expended $b7,(kJb in lln'<;e years mure 
advantageously than tiic state com- 
mission has done. 

On the other hand the city of Lynn, 
with double the population of Newton 
.•v^d with easy access to tlie popular 
Revere Beach reservation is assessed 
but ■»17,084 for IbnS, as against 531, 
h 79 for Newton. Chelsea, with about 
the san e population as our own city, 
and also convenient to Revere Beach, 
only pay.s $9,nb0. Malden with tlie 
iame population and close to tile 
l>«.autifu) Mid' ie>ex l ells reservation.

“Plans for the fall campaign, as 
far as candidates for repre.sentative 
ill the general court or for any elec- 
tive city oftice are concerned, will 
have to be made upon a new basis as 
the result of the passage of the Luce 
direct nomination bill. Henceforth 
the convention dickers and trades 
which have been such a fruitful 
source of dissensions within party 
lines will have no place in the elec- 
tion procedures of the politicians and 
the planning and scheming that cen- 
tered in the conventions will be trans- 
ferred entirely to the preliminary 
work of lining up for the caucuses. 

While men of Mr. Luce’s way of 
thinking believe that one of the pro- 
lific sources of corruption in politics 
has been eradicated from our nom- 
inating system, there are many prac- 
tical workers in the political field of 
endeavor who profess not to be dis- 
turbed in the least by this movement 
to circumvent them. 

There is trading and conferring 
and the making of deals in prospect 
now, as ever, and the game will be 
more exciting for those who engage 
in it, simply because of the increased 
difiiculties attending the accomplish- 
ment of plans laid to capture nomina- 
tions through control of the caucuses. 

Editorial comment on the act is 
mainly concurrent in the belief that 
it will please the rank and file of the 
voters, being of a nature to impress 
them with the idea that they are ac- 
corded more direct action relative to 
the selection of their nominees than 
was permitted under the old system. 
That was what was contemplated by 
the framer and indorsers of the act, 
of course, and nothing would please 
them better than the discovery that 
its practical workers attained that re- 
sult. 

At the outset the district boss will 
be at a distinct disadvantage. The 
ward bosses, however, will find their 
I importance enhanced, and there will 
be increasing power for those who can 
in any lartre measure control the situ- 
ation in the minor divisions of repre- 
sentative districts or in given wards 
and precincts. For the petty grafter, 
therefore, rather than the more pre- 
tentious spoilsmen, there will be 
larger opportunities in future. As a 
partial compensation for this new ele- 
ment of opportunity there must also 
come into the conditions surrounding 
election work a better chance for ward 
and city committees to direct and sup- 
ervise party effort and shape the 
course of the campaigning. 

Ill every city and town of the state 
the new act is now beginning to make 
its inlluence felt. It has been studied 
in its bearings upon the local situa- 
tion in every representative district, 
and receives commendation or dis- 
approval according to the way in 
which it affects the interests of those 
who have been accustomed to domin- 
ate in the affairs of each section. In 
most of the city campaigns it pro- 
mises to bring relief from certain 
phases of turmoil and strife in no 
small degree, and there is no feature 
of the situation which is conducive to 
satisfaction on the part of the voters 
a.s a whole. They will know, as soon 
as their caucus returns are footed up, 
just what the results have been. 
There vvill be no interim of suspense, 
with the possibility that the will of 
the citizens, as expressed in the prim- 
aries, may be thwarted by subsequent 
manipulation of political factors.’’ 

Tt is possible that Practical Politics 
is mistaken in the opinion that the 
avenues of corruption are simply 
I changed by the direct nomination law 
' from the delegate niauipulator to the 
vote manipulator. It seems probable, 
however, that in a fairly intelligent 
conimuiiity, the results to be obtained 
by the new law will be more satis- 
factory tlian under the pernicious 
convention system, and anything^ 
that tends to curb the sportsmen of 
aiiv political party is a step in the 
right direction. 

The retirement of Speaker Myers as 
a candidate for Lieutenant Governor 
will be received with pleasure in thi.s 
city, where General Guild is so well 
and favorably known. 

I While Mr. Myers might have rc- 
j ceived some support here, it has been 
universally conceded that General 
I Guild had a long lead in popularity 
and would probably have received the 
entire delegation in the event of a 
contest. The present situation is 
tlierefore entirely satisfactory to the 
republicans of Newton. 

The proliibition party will always 
be in the minority if it persists in 
calling its caucuses in midsummer.

Christian Endeavor Program. 

The provisional program of the New 
England Christian Endeavor conven- 
tion, to be held in Boston Oct. 14, 15, 
16 and 17,is one rarely equalled by the 
International conventions, containing 
as it does the names of many well 
known men in both civil and religious 
life. Some of the leading features 
are outlined below: 

The opening session at 2.30 Tues- 
day afternoon will be presided over 
by Mr. H. N. Latj^rop, president of 
the Massachusetts union. Lieutenant 
Governor John L. Bates will voice 
the welcome of the state of Massa- 
chusetts and Rev. A. C. Dixon, D.D., 
is to speak in ^e*half of the churches 
and Endeavorers of Boston, Rev.

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AHERICA’S great WATCHnAKER. | 

XMKROT OF n. M. CHURCH, WHORK AI>- 
VAyCK HAH RRRN A'RUT RAPID.

Not many years ajjo D. H. Church 
was an itinerant watchmaker— a very 
Ifood workman, to be sure, but .lUst 
a plain artisan. Of a roving nature, 
he left the East, where he was born 
lialf a century ago, and sought for- 
tune in the West. His bent was for 
mechanics; he liked to tinker with | 
machines. In 9t. Paul he met a | 
watchman named Gridley.from whom j 
he learned hia trade. While working 1 
at his bench one day Gridley stopped ' 
to examine a watch Church had been 
at work on. 

♦‘Is that the best you can do?” he 
said. 

“Maybe I might do a little belter,” 
said Church. 

“Then, young man,” said Grid- 
ley, “you just begin and do it all 
over again, and remember this: 
never leave a piece of work until 
you have done the best you know how 
to do,” 

The great watch maker says that he 
began to achieve success from that 
day. He has always done his best. 
Leaving St. Paul, he drifted about 
the West, working at his trade. He 
wanted to travel, and found a place 
with a watch company as an“advance 
agent” for its make of watches. He 
was to travel through the Weet ahead 
of the sales agents, proclaiming the 
praises of their wares. After four 
weeks on the road, he went back to 
the Chicago office and turned in the 
watches he was carrying. 

“Here’s your truck,” he said to the 
manager. “I am tired of trj’ing to 
make other folks believe things about 
these watches that I don’t believe 
myself.” 

“Could YOU make any better watch- 
es?” asked the manager, jokingly. 

“If I couldn’t, I wouldn’t call my- 
self a watchmaker.” 

“I'll take you at your word. I’ll 
set you to work in the shops, to see 
what you can do.” 

That was 20 years ago. Mr.Church 
had nut been long in the factory be- 
fore it was found that he was a rare 
genius. He told his employers that 
their watches cost to much to make. 
They were spending too much for 
raw material, and their wage account 
was extravagant. 

“Give me a free hand in this fac- 
tory.” he said, “a nd I’ll save you 
money.” 

So Mr. Church was made mechani- 
cal superintendent of the works, and 
told to go ahead and do whatever he 
liked. He saw that men were per- 
forming purely mechanical opera- 
tions that might better be done by 
machines, which could work more 
rapidly and accurately. He set him- 
self to the task of devising the won- 
derful automatons that have made 
him the first watchmaker in Ameri- 
ca, if not in the world. 

Mr. Church is constantly at work 
making more wonderful machines, 
and more than 150 watchmaking 
machines bear his name and the 
stamp of his genius. So rapidly 
does he work that the machine shop 
where his tools are made is five years 
behind his designs.

Therefore 
the pereentuge ngaliiRt me would not 
be on £10, but on £200. If this bank 
percentage Avere 2 per cent, 1 sboiikT i 
consetiuentl.v be jiuyliig £4 for the right 
to risk £10 at even chances. 

I used to know long ago one of the 
chiefs of the old llomhurg gambling 
bank. I found him at Monte Carlo In 
tlio same position there. He was fond 
of calculations, and one day we aver- 
aged the amount staked at the tables 
each day, and avo found that the annq- I 
al gross profit of the bank w’as almost 
exactly the percentage on the amount 
staked In the course of the year. There 
cun be no business In Avhiclt the return I 
Is more certain or greater. Consols re- | 
turn less than 3 per cent per annum. ' 
A mine tlmt pays a dividend of 100 |ier 
cent Is R Factolus. But a coup at Monte 
Curio takes a little less than a minute. 
The percentage la, If I remember right- 
ly, a little under 2 i>er cent, or. In other 
words, the bank charges 2 per cent' for 
money per minute. Tbls must make the 
mouth of the veriest usurer water. — 
London Truth.

Whist. 

The subject of forcing your partner 
when you are weak in trumps your- 
self is one that causes frequent dis- 
cussion in “post mortems.” Like 
many other matters that cannot be 
settled at once out of hand there is 
something to be said on both sides 
of the question. Let us see what 
some of the best known writers of 
the game have thought about it. 

Gen. Drayson said that he was 
always willing to be forced if he had 
been in the lead and had not led 
trumps, or had had a chance to signal 
and had not done so. Under such 
circumstances he thought his partner 
should force him at every opportunity. 
The modern player docs not always 
use the trump signal, however, so 
that guide-post is removed. Many of 
our best players also prefer to get a 
suit established before leading 
trumps, and the mere fact that they 
do not lead trumps in the first place 
would certainly not justify the part- 
ner in forcing them indiscriminately. 

The common sense player, says R. 

F. Foster, gets round this ditficulty 
by his opening lead. If he starts out 
with a suit which seems to be his 
best suit, it is imperative that his 
partner should return that suit un- 
less he feels strong enough to lead 
trumps. This at once shuts out any 
possibility of the original leader’s 
being forced by his partner just be- 
cause he has not led trumps .when he 
was in the lead originally. The 
orthodox long-suiter has no such 
guide, because he will lead a suit 
which he has no chance whatever of 
making, and does not care mucli 
what his partner returns. Very few 
long suiters' partners have the 
courage to lead trumps on the mere 
strength of the leader’s suit, because 
they have no confidence in his re- 
entry strength. There are some old 
fossils who will always show there 
own suit before returning their part- 
ner's. That was considered good 
whist once — long, long ago. 

There are ipiite a number of play- 
ers who still insist on following the 
old rule— not to force the partner un- 
less strong in trumps — not so much 
on account of the valt^g of the rule as 
a trick vviuner but rather in order 


that the system may be used as a 
sort of index to the partner's trump 
strength. It Is claimed by many 
players that it is a very important 
thing to be sure that the partner is 
strong In trumps when he deliberate- 
ly forces you, because it will often 
justify a player who has just been 
forced in playing a more forward 
game perhaps by leading trumps 
himself in order to make a suit the 
possibilities of which his partner 
may not be aware of. 

The objection made to this reason- 
ing is that if you always wait until 
you are strong in trumps before you 
force your partner yon will do very 
little ruffing, and not only will many 
a trick getaway from you, but you will 
find yourself playing a forcing game 
when it would be much more to your 
advantage to lead trumps. Every 
whist player must have observed that 
there are many cases in which player 
has complained of being forced by a 
partner weak in trumps, because the 
I force left an honor unguarded, or 
something of that kind. If the hohor 
was the only trick lost, it must be 
acknowledged that it is offset by the 
trick which was won when the force 
was taken, and which otherwise 
would not have been made at all. 

As pointed out by Bouve, however, 
there are other things to be thought 
of then the mere irtek in sight if the 
player Is forced. One of the most im- 
portant of these is the consideration 
of the partner’s next lead after he 
has taken the force. Although he 
may win the trick he may be placed 
at a disadvantage with regard to 
the continuation and this is especial- 
ly true when the forcing player is 
weak in the suit which his partner 
will probably lead next. If it is 
! desirable to have the partner in 
I the lead, and especially if it is clear 
I what suit he will lead next, more may 
I be gained by the force than the 
' mere trick which is won by the small 
' trump, and this gain in position may 
I offset any possible loss from having 
forced. 

Another point which has proven a 
great stumbling block to many good 
players is whether or not to force your 
partner when the adversaries have led 
trumps. It sounds reasonable to say 
that if the adversaries want to ex- 
' tract all your trumps, the best thing 
* you can do is to make them separate- 
ly by ruffing in with them. But it 
is not always certain that the adver- 
saries can extract all your partner’s 
trumps, although you may know it 
will be very easy for them to get all 
yours. Your partner may be in the 
high grass with a hand that will sur- 
prise the trump leading adversaries 
if he is only allowed to keep his 
trumps together. If you force him 
it may be fatal, because it will per- 
haps reduce his trump strength just 
enough to make it possible for the 
adversaries to catch all he has left. 

Lennard Leigh inclines rather to 
the conservative view of the question. 
He writes, in Whist Opinion, as fol- 
lows : 

“There are few situations in whist 
which entail the gain or loss of a 
greater number of tricks than those 
involving the question of whether or 
not to force partner. The general 
rule of the books la: 'If long in 
trumps, force your partner; if short, 
refrain from doing so* The latter 
half of the injunction is modified by 
the following exceptions: 'Force 
your partner (1) if the adversaries 
have shown trump strength, (2) if he 
has exhibited a willingness to be 
forced, (3) if he has already been 
forced, (4) if after the development 
of his suit he has had the opportuni ty 
to show trump strength and has not 
done so.' 

“Of course, these rules, like almost 
all others pertaining to the game, 
are subject to circumstances and the 
discretion of the player, but unfortu- 
nately comparatively few are gifted 
with the natural 'card sense’ which 
needs only the knowledge of a prin- 
ciple to guide it to correct play under 
varying conditions. The majority of 
players follow the book.s in and out 
of season — with and without reason. 

“For players who must have a 
rigid rule for guidance, the safest is 
embodied in tlie second exception 
noted above. 

“It is not safe to force partner 
merely because the adversaries have 
declared strength (note that the 
I author quoted says ‘shown strength’), 
especially when playing against 
'modified’ and other truiiip showing 
leads, which frequently indicate no 
more than moderate strength. Again, 
the trump call is used so freely at 
present that players will often signal 
with four moderate trumps, and force 
parncr under such circumstances may 
be to ruin an otherwise cfi'ectual de- 
fence against the aggressor. 

“Tlie third exception also calls for 
mucit discretion in its exercise. If 
partner has been forced to ruJT a win- 
ning card, it is by no means cetain 
that another force will be to his ad- 
vantage, and where doubt exists it is 
best to await a definite indication 
of his desire. If a cross rulF can be 
established it will be generally well 
to adopt that line uf action. 

“Some teams use a conventional 
method of determining tlie question 
in such contingencies. After ruthng, 
a player indicates by tlie value of 
the card with which he continues 
whether or not he desires to be 
forced, and a similar intimation is 
conveyed to liis partner by the dis- 
card. 

“A general rule for procedure in the 
matter may be stated as follows: Do 
not force partner when strong in 
trumps yourself, or when the adver- 
saries have . shown preponderating 
strength, or when partner has clearly 
indicated a desire to be forced. 

“The subject is a very broad one, 
and for every line referring to it in 
the books, a page might be written. 
The foregoing brief hints are intend- 
ed merely us food for rellection.”

Of this she takes three handfuls, 
throws it over her head, emptying the 
sieve upon the ground. The scutlered 
corn deflotcfl that the bride brings Joy 
and prosperity Into her new home. The 
bride Is still outside the door, nor can 
bhe enter until she has placed two 
loaves of bread beneath her arms and 
taken a bottle of wine Into her bands. 
With these emblems she at length 
crosses the threshold of her future 
home. At the first meal of the newly 
married pair bread and wine must bo 
taken by both to denote that thence- 
forward nil they have shnll be equally 
divided between them and that their 
married life shall be passed In unity 
and fidelity. 

A Russian wooing culminates in the 
betrothal feast, at which the bride elect 
In return for a long tress of hair which 
she has given to the bridegroom re- 
<-elves broad and salt and an almond 
coke. 

In Holland if a young man is in love 
with a girl i^d wishes to ask her hand 
In marriage he buys a small sweet 
cake and, wrapping It up In soft paper, 
proceeds to the house of his Inniuoruta.

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Railway and Pole Complications on Boylston Street 
Adjusted After Hearing Both Sides. 

Waltham Company Granted Street Railway Loration Through 
Waban— Park Assessment to be Bonded. 


At the .ntllourncd iiicctiii^f held last 
Monday niirht. Aldermen Pakcr, Bar- 
ber, Brown, Carter, Chcslcy, Day, 
Ensign, Hubbard, Kimball, Lothrop. 
Melicn. Fond, Pulsifor, Saltonstall, 
Trowbridpe, Webster, and Weldon 
■were present when President Weed 
rapped to order at 7.45 o’clock. 

HEARINGS. 

A hearing was immediately an- 
nounced upon the relocation of poles 
on Boylston street owned by the N. E. 
Tel. & Tel. Co. City Solicitor Slocum 
stated that the hearing was held un- 
der the statute in order to have the 
poles of the company moved out of 
the way of construction now gointr 
on. City Engineer Farnham at the 
request of Mr. Slocum then presented 
plans showing tlic present and pro- 
posed location of poles. Mr. E. K. 
Hall, for the Telephone Co. stated 
that his company were ready to move 
the poles if the city desired and 
•wished an opportunity to examine 
the plans. The hearing was then 
postponed. 

At the hearing on the relocation of 
poles on Bovlstton street owned by 
the N. & W. Gas Light Co., Mr. 
Slocum stated that this was a similar 
case to that of the Telephone Com- 
pany, on another part of the street. 
Mr. W. F. Bacon,, for the Gas. Co. 
also asked for an opportunity to ex- 
amine the plans, and this hearing 
was also postponed. 

At the hearing on the matter of 
revocation of tracks of the Connnoii* 
wealth Avenue Street Railway Co. 
in Boylston street, Mr. Slocum called 
upon Mr. Farnhani who stated that 
the present location of tracks inter- 
fere with the work of widening now 
going on, as they were not paralell 
with the new roadways, and that the 
reserved space could not be finished 
and grades should be changed. 

Mr. W. H. .Coolidge for the Com- 
pany asked what good and suQicient 
reason was stated for the proposed 
revocation, and said that this com- 
pany were ready to move the tracks 
to any location on the street and to 
conform to any grade satisfactory to 
the board. 

Mr. Coolidge asked if any request 
had been made by any city otheial for 
the relocation of the tracks but failed 
to receive a satisfactory replv. 

Mr. W. M. Butler, President of the 
Boston & Worcester Co. then said 
that his company had beeti granted a 
location in Boylston street and that 
the widening and construction of 
that street as required by the order of 
location had been proceeded svith, 
that tlic tracks of the Common- 
wealth Co. prevented tlie completion 
of the street and that the matter had 
been called to the attention of that 
company and he had interviews with 
both Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Clatlin. 
He did not think the details of tiiosc 
conferences would be interesting to 
the board but the Commonwealth Co. 
was fully conscious of the Worcester 
Co’s desire to finish that street. The 
removal of tracks had been the prin- 
cipal matter of discussion, and the 
Commonwealth Co. have stated that 
their tracks would not be removed 
-;xcepl at tlie end of prolonged litiga- 
tion. The Worcester Co. ask.s that 
■ he board respect the order of loca- 
tion requiring them to do certain 
lhing.s and allow tliem to fulfil their 
obligations. 

Mr. Coolidge again .stated that his 
company would move their tracks to 
any place on tlie street de.sirtd by the 
ulderuicii. but sitid that they had lo- 
cated tneir tracks tlicrc by order of 
the aldermen, and had run their line 
v'ver since. They have paid their taxes 
and the only reason the aldermen can 
give to require a revocation is, that 
it svaiits to give that street to another 
company which has made a higher 
bid. A condition which is not al- 
lowed by the court's recent decision. 

Mr. Coolidge said that the Worces- 
ter Co. was granted its location on 
v-emdition that it sliould keep out of 
The local field, and they now have 
asked for a location into Newton 
>oei)lre. His company now request 
hem to keej) to their original prupo- 
• illon and they refuse to agree, tlieir 
directors plainly stating that they 
•projxise to tap every available centre 
of population near their line. He 
thought that instead of tiie latest 
comer asking everyone else to get oil' 
the earth, they should udju.st thein- 
•lelves to present coiidition.s. His com- 
pany objected to removal of ita tracks 
but are willing to relocate them and 
change the grade, 

Mr. Butler stated tliat Ills company 
imJ a distinct underataij<liiig with 
tlie Newton Conipanie.s, Mr. Clallin, 
and Mr. Richards, that this 40<J feet of 
track should be taken uj) and they 
should use the Worcester tracks. 
I'lans have been approved by the al- ; 
<lermeii and the company have nearly , 
joiiipleted tlie street. His company 
was willing to give the oilier com- 
pany’ a contract and nut deprive 
them of one iota of tlieir right in tlie 
:,treet. The Newton Centre location 
tlie Worcester company will leave to 
the aldermen to decide. At a con- 
ference with Mr. Clallin and Mr. | 
Coolidge, they had subniitted a cun- 
*ract covering the entire Newton 
•.ituation, but would not concede 
free transfers to the Worcester Co. 

Mr. Clallin denied that any ar- 
rangement hud been made as to the 
removal of their tracks on Boylston 
otreet. 

Mr. Coolidge said that the cou- 
fenmee was held at tlie suggestion of 
Mayor Weeks and of tlie meiiioraii- 
4Uim submitted by Mr. Sliavv, every- 
lliiiig was agreed to except the New- 


ton Centre location. When this con- 
tract was sent hick from the Worcc.s- 
ter Co. they had inserted free tran.s- 
fers which the Newton Companies 
could not agree to, ns they could not 
share 7.0,k>,(>lH> passengers until the 
other company had shown what they 
could oiler in return, Tlie hearing 
wMs then closed. 

Tlic hearings on pole locations on 
Boylston street were then reopened 
and Mr. Hall stated that the proposed 
locations were entirely satisfactovv 
to his company, but he objected to 
the heigiit of 50 feet for their wires, 
which would require a pole 75 feet in 
height. This would be exceedingly 
expensive construction, which was 
no necessary. The street railway 
wires are but 22 feet from the ground, 
and 25 feet should be a ininimtim. 

Mr. Jas. F. Shaw in reply to a 
question stated that the Worcester Co. 
had ordered SO foot poles which would 
arrive very soon. 

Mr. Bacon for the Gas Co. said 
their position was identical with that 
of the Telephone Company and that 
their wires were ordinarily but 40 
feet high. He thought a line of 75 
foot poles would be unsightly on the 
new boulevard. 

Mr. Shaw said their order of loca- 
tion required them to allow the other 
companies on their poles and such 
poles had been ordered. Otherwise a 
30 foot pole would be sufficient for 
the railway. 

Mr. Shaw also stated that the 
form of agreement submitted by the 
Telephone Co. was not satisfactory. 

Mr. Hall said that they had done 
everything in their power to reach an 
agreement but the street railway 
company had failed to meet them. 

Mr. Butler said that the contract 
offered by the Telephone compaiiv 
required them to yield their location, 
and his company had not taken the 
matter up as they had been informed 
that the Telephone and Gas Com- 
panies were to get together on a 
separate line of poles. 

Mr. Shaw said they would be glad 
to have their poles used by the 
other companies but wanted the 
present poles taken out of the way. 

And the hearings were closed. 

On motion of Alderman Melleii the 
matter of revocation of tracks on 
Boylston street was referred to a 
select committee to report later In 
the evening. Alderman Mellen, 
Brown, Day, Trowbridge and Kim- 
ball appointed. Alderman Chesley 
asking to be excused. 

On motion of Alderman Lothrop, 
the matter of relocation of poles on 
Boylston street as referred to a sim- 
ilar select committee, Aldermen 
Lothrop, Carter, Hubbard, Webster, 
and Weldon being appointed. Alder- 
men Pond and Ensign being excused.

Recommendations of the coinmittee

ceived but later withdrawn. 

A report from President Weed, a 
cominittoc appointed to Investigate 
the statements made by Mr. F. C. 
Hinds at a former meeting relative 
to cars of the Waltham Co. entering 
the subwa)*, was also rcceiveil. Al- 
derman Weed finds that Mr. Hinds* 
statements were based upon oral ar- 
rangements between Mr. Shaw of 
tlie Boston •.t Worcester and GcnT 
Bancroft of the Boston Elevated rail- 
way, and concludes as follows: 

“Your Committee therefore finds 
and reports that, whatever may have 
been Mr. Sh.aw’s iiatitra) inferences 
from this interview, and reasonable 
c.xpcctatioiis as to the future, the 
Worcester Company did not have at 
the time the statements of Mr. Hinds 
were made, a binding agreement with 
tlie Elevated Company unlimited as 
in the number of cars that will go 
into Boston and into the Subway over 
the Elevated or any understanding 
even by which in express terms it 
was suggested or offered to take the 
cars of the Waltham Street Railw’ay 
company into the Subwaj’ over the 
Elevated.” 

Reports of the committee on Pub- 
lic Franchises, etc., recommending 
granting of licenses to M. J. Mtil- 
cahy and to John Walsh for wagons 
were accepted and similar action was 
taken on the report of the committee 
on Rules recommending approval of 
records. 

Alderman Mellen for the select com- 
mittee on revocation of tracks of Com- 
monwealth Avenue Co. on Boylston 
street submitted a report, which con- 
tained a petition of the Common- 
wealth Co. for an alteration and re- 
location of the. tracks in question. and 
rcconini^nding that a hearing be as- 
signed thereon for Sept. & at 8 p. m.. 
and that no further action for t he 
present be taken on the matter of 
revocation. 

Alderman Webster feared a pro- 
longed discussion and desired post- 
ponement. Alderman Mellen saw 
no reason for delay, but Alderman 
Webster insisted on his motion to 
postpone. Mr. Butler for the Worces- I 
ter Co. said that they had not agreed 
to the disposition as reported by the | 
committee and that the only point of 
difference w’as over the taking up of 
the tracks immediately in order to 
allow his company to proceed with 
the work. He suggested that this re- 
moval of tracks might be done at 
once, and the board to relocate them 
on Sept. 8th. AMernian Webster’s 
motion was then defeated 7 to 9, and 
Mr. Cool'dge was questioned as to 
the above suggestion of Mr. But- 
ler’s. Mr. Coolidge said the board 
could not bind itself to grant a re- 
location in September, and his com- 
pany could not» remove its tracks ex- 
ceot in a legal way and bold their 
oc .tioii. He offered to defer to the 
opinion of Mr. B. W, Warren, the 
Counsel of the Mass. Street Railway 
Association. 

Mr. Butler hoped the board would ' 
lake such action as would enable I 
them to go on with their work. The 
report was then adopted and the hear- I 
ing assigned as recommended. 

The report of the select committee ! 
on relocations of poles on Boylston > 

' street was then submitted by Alder- ! 
mat] Lothrop, recommending that alo- , 
cation be granted the Telephone and . 
Gas Light Companies in the same 
place as that heretofore granted the 
street railway companies. The report 
as received and the board took a re- 
cess for lunch. 

Upon reassembhig after lunch, the 
order granting a location to the Wal- 
tham Street Railway Co. in Wabaii 
came up as unfinished business, but 
a motion to postpone consideration 
until later in the evening was car- 
ried, the rules being suspended by 
a vote of 12 to 3. 

The followings orders were then 
adopted : 

Authorizing construction of a new 
fire station on Manet road at cost of 
310,000 and for issue of 3^^ twenty 
year bonds therefor; authorizing 
water mains in Eliot avenue, 3408; 
Magnolia avenue, 386; Los Angeles j 
street, 300, and Gak Terrace. 391 ; 
granting 31,5‘JO from salary appropri- 
ation; assigning hearings Sept. 8. on 
taking land for sewer in Cold Spring 
Swamp, in Hawthorne street, and for 
laying out of foolway over D. & A, R. 
R. at Cheamit Hill; accepting statute 
allowing the bemding of certain met- 
ropolitan park a.ssessiiiciits; appropri- 
ating 33,600 for increasing accommo- 
dations High school: granting N. tS: 
W. Gas Light Co. pole locations on 
Berkeley street, and making certain 
sidewalk assessments on Churlesbaiik 
road. 

Orders for relocation of poles on 
Boylston street owned by the N. E. 
Tel. cit Tel, Co. and N. & W. Gas 
Light Co, ivere adopted after Alder- 
man Lothrop hud stated that the 
various companies interested had vir- 
tually agreed to accept them. 

Licenses were grunted to C. 1’. 
Nutting & Co. to run a steam launch 
between Norumbega Park and Wal- 
tham and to Samuel A. Piper to run 
a steam launch on Charles river, Up- 
er Fulls. In presenting these matters 
Alderman Trowbridge said that only 
one license had hitherto been grunted 
by the city to Nutting in 1966, al- 
though there had been launches on 
the river for some years. He believed 
that there should be some ollicer of 
the city whose business it was to look 
after this matter. Alderman Pond in 
reply tu (luestions of Aldennuii Ptilsl- 
fer said that then* were 4,000 tu 5,0<JO 
cuiioes on the river Saturday after- 
noons, and thut^the wash from such a 
large boat as Nutting’.s was heavy. 
Alderman Pulsifer thought it danger- 
ous tu have such a large boat on the 
river. Alderman Brown said he knew 
the river perfectly and as this 
steamer had been ruttning for Kcverul 
years the board could not consistently 
object now. He believed the captain 
took all necessary pains to look after 
small boats although there were 
canoes upset by the waves from 
launches. Both licenses were than 
grunted. 

A communication requesting the 
city tu be represented by delegates at 
a Municipal Convention to be held at 
Gruiul Rupids, Mich., was referred tu 
the Mayor. 

WABAN LOCATION. 

The unfinished businessof the order 
granting a location in Concord. Wasii- 
ingtoii, Beacon and Woodward streets 
to the Waltham Street Railway Co. 


was then taken tip, and Alderman 
Mellen was called to the cliair by 
President Weed. 

President Weed than offered several 
perfecting amendments as follows ; 

Chatigiiigthc term “restrictions”, to 
“tcriiis, conditions and obligations.” 

Including the land damages for 
drainage in list of expenses to be 
paid by the Company. 

Requiring five cent fares to Weston 
and Waltham. 

Requiring' construction and opera- 
tion before May 1st, IW.t. 

Allowing use of tracks for construc- 
tion purposes prior to completion of < 
street construction. 

The amendinents were adopted. 

An anicndmciit to make the bond 
3125,000 was opposed by Alderman 
Webster who thought the city would 
be amply secured by 375,006. 

Alderman Weed stated that the 
estimate of expense was 3126.000 
and the city should have ample securi- 
ty. Alderman Trowbridge thought 
the bond as drafted would require 
the company to keep 375,000 with the 
city treasurer forever. City Solicitor 
Slocum said the bond was broad 
enough to cover all forms of con- 
struction. Alderman Trowbridge 
said the city only required security 
to cover street construction and land 
damages. Alderman Webster moved 
an amendment for SlOO.OOO which was 
opposed by President Weed. The 
3125,000 amendment was rejected and 
that for $100,000 was then adopted. 

Alderman Day than offered an 
amendment requiring the Company 
to pay for services of electrical en- 
I gincers require<l by the order and 
which was adopted. 

Alderman Webster’s motion to pass 
the order as amended was opposed 
by President Weed who said that 
the majority who favored this matter 
should state tlieir reasons for passing 
the same in the face of the opinion of 
the City Solicitor that the Waltham 
Co', was legally incapable of accept- 
ing the location. Mr. Weed said the 
legal status was a question which 
could not be dodged. The board is 
not simply a voting, but it is also a 
deliberative body, and he believed it 
to be the duty of the board to post- 
pone action until this company is 
legally prepared to accept the order. 

If granted now, it is certain that the 
company cannot furnish street rail- 
way accommodations for many 
months, as it coiiHicts with existing 
roads and there is a fair probability 
of its being lied up in litigation. 
He believed Waban needed a street 
railway now, and this order means a 
4ielay until the matter has been sifted 
by the courts. He was of the opinion 
that the board should wait until the 
next legislature had an opportunity 
to straighten the company out. 

Alderman Ensign fully agreed with 
the last speaker, and was perfectly 
satisfied that this company had no 
legal right to ask for this location. 
He believed the board ought to be 
careful and not put the city in the 
position of granting this order in 
face of this legal objection. He 
thought it beneath the dignity of 
the board and unwise to act before 
the legislature had remedied the 
matter. He also said the city should 
be on friendly terms with its neigh- 
bors, and cited the sewer rights re- 
cently obtained from Needham and 
Boston, and believed we might want 
something from Weston in the future 
This order he declared, would get 
the city into trouble, deprive Waban 
of what it wants, and put the board 
in an unfavorable situation. 

Alderman Weed than moved to 
postpone action until the Waltham ' 
Cotnpuny had placed itself in a posi- 
tion to legally accept the location. 
Alderman Pulsifer said that if grant- 
ed the Waltham Co. now the location 
would be taken out of the way for 
any other company, utitil the courts 
had refused to ratify it. 

The motion to postpone was then 
defeated, Alderman I>ay, ’Ensign, 
Mellen, Trowbridge and President 
Weed voting in the affirmative. 

Tlie order as amended was tlicn 
adopted. Aldermen Baker, Brown, 
Carter, Chcslcy, Kimb ill, Lothrop, 
Pond, Pulsifer, Webster, and Weldon, 
(10), voting aye; Aldermen Day, 
Ensign, Hubbard, Mellen, Trow- 
bridge, and I’resident Weed (6), vot- 
ing nay. 

Alderman Barber, (ayej.annotniced 
a pair with Alderman Kaltonstall 
(nay), and was cxcusetl from voting. 

The form of bond prepared b^’ the 
City Holicior was then approved. 

Upon report of the Public Franchise 
Committee, which was received, an 
order requiring the Waltham Co. to 
deposit 3500 with the City Treasurer 
for engineering expenses upon the 
streets mentioned in the order of lo- 
cation was adopted. 

And at 1.15 a. m., the board ad- 
journed until Sept. 8 at the usual 
hour.

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THREE SHIFTS. 

New Plan to Give Greater 
Police Protection. 

Hopes of Chief F. A. Tarbox for His 
Department. 


The openttifT uf a new substation 
marks an important epoch in police 
circles as with it comes a number of 
change.s and plans for the future. 
Chief among^ the latter is the inten* 
tion on the part of Chief of Pj - 
lice Tarbox to substitute a system of 
three shifts and forever disband the 
“dog watch.” 

In order to carry out the plans he 
has in mind the chief would require 
several additional men, but he is 
confident that with a comparatively 
small number he can effect a most de* 
sirable change. 

As a police territory Newton is 
widely scattered, and until recently 
the three'shift system has seemed al> 
most impossible. If the chief's ideas 
are carried Jout he will complete 
arrangements so that there will be 
the first squad in all parts of the 
city at 1 a. m. to be relieved at 8 a. 
m., and that to be followed by the 
second relief at 6 p. m. The “dog 
watch,” as it is often called, is the 
present plan of having a man in each 
village go to work at 10 p. m. and re* 
main until 7.30 a. m. This man is 
alone, however, after 3 a. m. 

Orders issued show that Patrolman 
Robert S. Harrison will be in charge 
of station 3, days, and Patrolman iV. 
G. Bosworth nights. Patrolman B. 
P. Burke is transferred from a day 
route at Newton today duty at police 
headquarters. Patrolmin Quilty will 
take Burke’s route. Patrolman Mar- 
tin J. Neagle is to leave headquarters 
and cover the day route in West New- 
ton. Patrolman Kiley is to cover 
night route 19 at Auburndale, Patrol- 
man Butler will be on Kiley’s former 
route and Patrolman McAleer on 
Butler’s former route. 


FIRST AGAIN. 

Veteran Firemen Victors at 
Nantasket. 

Captured the First Prize and Won a 
Purse of $350. 


The “vets” went to Nantasket 
point last Saturday and had the pleas- 
ure of winning the first prize at the 
first firemen’s muster ever held in 
the town of Hull as well as bringing 
home a purse of S350. 

Newton people have no fault to find 
with red shirted representatives but 
on the contrary there are many words 
of praise on all sides. Their record 
is phenomenal and bids fair to sur- 
pass the most sanguine expectations. 

The playout on Saturday was a fine 
exhibition of what the “vets” are 
capable of under adverse conditions.

199 feet, 8 and five-eighths inches 
was a first class record.

There were five prizes, S350, S250, 
S225, S17S, SlOO, S50 and the Phoenix 
of Marblehead received $50 for coni- 
I ing the longest distance.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 

Onions may be readily transplanted 
If growing too thick. 

Weeds should not be allowed to grow 
or crusts to form around young fruit 
trees. 

Do not buy any kind of fruit trees 
or plants simply because they are 
cbonp. 

With all transplanting it Is Important 
to see that the soil Is well filled in 
around tho roots. 

Prune spurs to one developed bud, 
for the nonror the old wood the higher 
tluvored the fruit. 

A weak solution of poultry droppings 
Is u wonderful stimulant of plant 
growth. It may be used weekly with 
good effect. 

Only well rotted manure should be 
applied around the grapevines. I’Yesb 
manure o.\cUes the growth, but does 
not mature it. 

Quince trees should be mulched as a 
protection against extreme heat and 
cold, as the roots are small and usually 
near the surface. 

In selecting trees to grow ns a wind- 
break it is (lulte an Item to have them 
of a close growing liablt and of us near- 
ly perpetual foliage as possible. Plant 
a double row. I 

TnrklHli DollKlit. 

The oriental sweet callqd “Turkish 
delight” that travelers In the east are 
sure to taste is not difficult to make. 
Have ready an ounce of gelatin, pref- 
erably the clear Imported sheet varie- 
ty, which has been soaked for two 
hours in a very little cold water. Bring 
to a boll In a porcelain put a iiuuiul of 
granulaled sugar and half a cupful of 
cold water, adding the gelatin, and boil 
till the inlxiiire dropped in cold water 
onu be held In the linger. After It has 
bulled steadily for fifteen minutes adil 
the Juice of one lemon and u table- 
spoonful of brandy. Pour to ccol In a 
clean tin wliicli lias been wet in cold 
water, cutting the mixture as it stiffens 
into s<iuares like caramels. Each piece 
is dusted with powdered sugar or roll- 
ed in waxed paper.— New York Post.

CITY OOVERNMENT. | 

Searching Analysis of Its 
Forms and Faults. 

jlddress by the Hon. A. E. Pillsbnry 
at Newbnryport. 


The following address was made 
by Hoo. Albert E. Pillsbury at a 
municipal celebration in Newbury- 
port, and shows such a comprehen- 
sive grasp of the subject that we 
take pleasure in printing it. 

Mr. Pillsbury said in part: 

“As we are celebrating the adop- 
tion of city government, some con- 
sideration of that subject cannot be 
oat of place. As much that must be 
said of it is not to its credit, I begin 
by saying, as fortunately may be 
said with truth, that city government 
in Newburyport has developed no 
occasion for serious complaint. This 
city is at least as fortunate as its 
neighbors and more fortunate than 
many. Its municipal history is 
clouded by no scandal. The integrity 
of its officials has never been drawn 
in question. It has been fortunate 
enough to attract to its service many 
of its citizens who stand highest in 
intelligence and character. If there 
is dissatisfaction here with the re- 
sult of city government, it may fair- 
ly be ascribed to inherent defects of 
the system. Accordingly, in glanc- 
ing at this subject, which can be 
done here only in the broadest per- 
spective, I do not speak of city gov- 
ernment in this place, but of the 
general system, in which this city 
has a common interest with the rest. 
If it has succeeded here, there is no 
better reason for this celebration. If 
it has not, we can make no better 
use of a moment than to consider the 
reasons, with the hope of contribu- 
ting something to the solution of a 
most important question which today 
confronts all dwellers in cities. It 
is univ'ersally important, as the 
movement of population now sets 
strongly toward these centers. It is 
especially important in Massachu- 
setts, where two-thirds of our people 
are now living in cities. 

It may be that city government is j 
not, on the whole, so black as it is 
painted. Much of the complaint 
against it is exaggerated in the heat 
of party warfare. Much is the criti- 
cism of the orists who try to make 
every-day facts conform to academic 
rules, forgetting that perfection can- 
not be reached in the actual running 
of governmental machinery. Making 
allowance for all this, there are sub- 
stantial grounds of dissatisfaction 
which challenge the attenion of all 
students of public affairs who realize 
how much more closely the interests 
of the average citizen are bound up 
with the local than with the general 
government, in a country where the 
municipality absorbs more than four- 
fifths of all the taxes, and munici- 
pal debts are ten times greater than 
all other public obligations. There is 
a growing conviction that unless the 
people change the character of 
the gos’ernment for the better the 
government will change the charac- 
ter of the people for the worse. The 
sight of open misgovernment is de- 
moralizing. If tolerated it will soon- 
er or later corrupt the springs of pub- 
lic virtue. 

The widespread and growing dis- 
content with the actual results of city 
rule is evident ^roni the fact that it 
is one of the most fertile themes of 
popular discussion. The press teems 
with it, publicists theorize upon it in 
volumes of learned essays, statisti- 
cians embroider it with figures, leg- 
islatures labor with it and give birth 
to libraries of statutes of every con- 
ceivable form, and the failure of all 
these attempts at reform has led to 
the sugge.stion of a variety of other 
remedies ranging In force and char- 
acter from disfranchisement to lynch- 
ing. On the whole it must be con- 
fessed that if seif government has 
failed anywhere, it is at this point. 
The general inefficiency of city gov- 
ernment in this country stands con- 
fessed. Our Cutnmonwwealth is hapi- 
ly yet free from any great munici- 
pal scandal or an^’ flagrant example 
of misgovernment, but we cannot 
be surprised that Massachusetts 
towns qualified for city government 
hesitate to adopt it, and that at 
least one Massachusetts city is today 
seriously considering the question of 
surrendering its charter. 

The process of degeneration is now 
familiar. Municipal expenditure, 
necessarily large, usually extrava- 
gant, not infrequently reckless, 
offers an irresistible temptation to 
the large and growing class of those 
who wish to live with out work at 
the expense of the public. Whereso- 
ever the carcass is, there will the 
eagles be gatiicred together. A mu- 
nicipal •“ring” is evolved, which 
controls the city government, a 
“boss" arises who controls the ring, 
the people are dethroned, power passes 
from responsible officers to irrespmi- 
sible and unscrupulous hands and 
the way is open for a carnival of 
misrule. The public moneys are 
diverted from their proper uses to en- 
rich a horde of political parasites; 
salaried olfices are confiscated as the 
legitimate soil of the workers; job- 
bery takes toil of all municipal con- 
tracts: and even the public schools 
and the public charities are ma<le to 
pay tribute of corruption. Public 
office ac<iuires a bad name. Ctizens 
who have the largest stake in honest 
government turn their bucks in con- 
tempt upon the public service and 
abdicate all active participation in 
political affairs, and the descendants 
of the men who waged a seven years’ 
war against three-pence a |>ound on 
tea quietly submit to be looted of 
millions by political gangs organized 
for plunder, whose existence is a 
public scandal, and whose operations 


in the face of a healthy or well direct 
ed public aciitiment would be impos- 
sible. 

There is one short, if cynical, an- 
swer to all this. Popular govern- 
ment will never be better than they 
who make it. If the people of the 
cities are no better than their gov- 
ernment, if they have really become 
indifferent, reckless and corrupt, if 
character is declining, if public 
spirit is stilled and ctinct. munici- 
pal, and all other misrules accounted 
for. But this is not yet true, what- 
ever the portents. If the whole 
people of any city could be polled 
upon the direct issue of honest gov- 
ernment, they would speak for it 
with no unceriain voice. The prac- 
tical difficulty is that active and 
resolute minority, having a personal 
interest to make the public treasury 
subject of private plunder, contrive 
by superior zeal and organization to 
control or suppress the political in- 
fluence of an indifferent and heed- 
less majority. A large proportion of 
the voting population of most cities 
has no substantial stake In honest 
administration. The taxpayers arc 
usually a minority. These who vote 
are not those who pay. 

The root of the mischief is in the 
popular indifference to miss govern- 
ment. The causes of this lie deeper 
than the present inquiry can extend. 
It cannot be cured by beating drums 
or preaching sermons. People can- 
not be made active or public spirited 
by admonition or by law. The ideal 
systems of city government formu- 
lated in libraries fail because they 
do not reckon with human nature. 
Many legislative attempts at reform 
fail because they do not go to the 
root of the difficulty. Any efficient 
remedy must be so simple as to be 
easily applied, it must assume without 
attempting to change, unalterable 
facts and conditions, and It must 
bring back to city government the 
power of the best public sentiment, 
which still e.xists in every city but 
is lost for purposes of actual control 
when the town meeting is abandoned. 

! The inefficiency of city government 
j is due to a variety of causes. Some 
of them are inherent and unavoida- 
ble; a fact not always remembered. 
Conditions vary with natural situa- 
tion, systems of local law, the char- 
acter of industries and population, 
and other circumstances. No , system 
would be the best everywhere. Our 
system has some features which arc 
desirable nowhere, and for the per- 
petuation of these, at least there is 
no justification. 

The government of all cities is 
necessarily expensive. This appears 
in the financial history of Newbury- 
port, as must in all cities. Density 
of population, by itself generates new 
needB,aud calls for large expenditures, 
unnecessary and unknown in rural 
neighborhoods. The streets of a city 
must be lighted, paved and cleaned. 
A city must have a public water sup- 
ply, and a system of sewerage, in the 
interest of the public health. It must 
have police protection, for the preser- 
vation of the public peace. It must 
have an efficient Are department, for 
the protection of property. All these 
and other like charges, the sum total 
of which forms a large part of munici- 
pal expenditure, are made necessary 
by mere congestion of population. 
The form of government is not re- 
sponsible for them. And now the 
steady advance of socialism, in high 
places no less than in low, is con- 
stantly throwing . new burdens upon 
the public, which have been and 
should be borne by private enterprise. 
The best that can be done in dealing 
with the unavoidable burdens is to 
secure honesty and prevent extrava- 
gance. If the city buys no more than 
it i.eeds, and if it gets an honest 
equivalent for the purchase price, there 
is no ground of complaint. And as 
wealth centres in cities, these charges, 
under honest administration, arc easi- 
ly borne and the public beneflts which 
they provide are worth much more 
than their cost. 

One source of dissatisfaction with 
city government is in the anomalous 
relations between cities and the state. 
The prevailing theory is that local 
.self government is not a constitutional 
right, but a political privilege, to be 
granted or withheld by the legislature 
in such measure as it sees Ht. A city 
is but a branch of the state govern- 
incnt and as such, a mere agency ami 
instrument of the legislative will. It 
has the form of self government but 
not the substance. All its public 
powers are held atsiifl'raiice of the 
legislature, ivhich may grant such us 
it pleases, modify or withdraiv them 
as it pleases, or step in on any occa- 
sion and e.xercise by its own hand the 
powers which it has granted to the 
city. The city cannot determitie hoiv 
much it will spend, nor for what pur- 
poses. It has been understood that 
the posver of the state to compel a city 
to tax its inhabitants is limited at 
most to the common public needs. 
Hut it is now declared by authority 
that objects in the nature of luxuries, 
to be paid for by compulsory taxa- 
tion, may be forced upon a city 
against its will by legislative decree ; 
that a city may be compelled to beau- 
tify itself, as for example, with parks 
or incidentally ivith improved archi- 
tecture, at its own expense, and ac- 
cording to the legislative taste. If 
such power exist it has. of course no 
limit except the legislative pleasures. 
Fancy a gallery of pictures or statues 
selected by a committee of the general 
court, and the bill sent to the city by 
order of that body -vet to this may we 
come. 

This view of the relations between 
the state and the municipalities is 
directly contrary to the facts of our 
history. In Massachusetts we know 
that the towns made the state, nut 
the state the towns. Apparently it 
would have been easy, clearly it 
Avuuld have been more wholesome, to 
hold ill the outset that the privi- 
leg'es of the towns under the charters 
were not disturbed by the adoption of 
the constitution, leaving to them at 
least such local independence as they 
iiud previously enjoyed, and carrying 
over these puw'ers and privileges 4>f 
the inhabitants unimpaired upon the 
erection of a town into a city. But 
the other view was adopted in the 
earliest times and has been main- 
tained; with the result that, where- 
i as, under the crown the local com- 
I inunitius enjoyed a liberal measure or 
freedom, under the republic they have 
become but little more than mere 
vassals of the state. 

Nor are we under any constitution 
ai restraint against special legisla- 
tion from cities, though there is 


some compcnsatioti for this In that 
we escape the ncccBsity of resort to ; 
the absurd devices employed to | 
evade such restraint in states where 
it exists. It rests with the Icgisla- | 
turc alone to determine when upon j 
whnt next, and to wliat extent it will 
interfere in the direct government of 
any city, it may take in charge the , 
appointment and removal of city I 
officers — and while actual legislative , 
Interference in Massachusetts ha.s I 
not yet extended farther than assump- 
tion of the control of the police, it 
has but the other day that the legis- i 
lature of a neighboring common- I 
wealth turned out the offiers of three 
grcatitics, tiling their places within 
its own notntnees,and the courts were 
obliged ro sustain this action as with 
ill legislative power. The legislature 
may extend or curtail the tax levy, 
or the borrowing power; dictate what 
money the city may spend and for 
what; lay out streets; constructor 
order the cunstiictioii at the city’s 
expense of public buildings or other 
the public works, or compel the city 
to contribute to the cost of enterprises 
in which has no title and may have 
no real interest. The public property 
of the city is under legislative con - 
trol, and may be dealt with and dis- 
pose of as the legislature aces fit. 
This is a necessary rule so far as it 
applies to property of a character re- 
quiring one uniform system of con- 
trol, the public highways for exam- 
ple. That a city should be wholly , 
subject to the legislative will as to 
property held only for local purposes, 
and still more, that it should be sub- 
ject to compulsory levies of taxation 
to provide objects of indulgence 
wholly beyond the public necessities, 
and that it should have no secure title 
to such property when paid for by 
taxation of its inhabitants, is wrong 
in principle and must prove pernicious 
in results. 

The direct consequence of legisla- 
tive control of cities, without any 
restraint upon legislative interference 
is to bring chaos upon municipal ad- 
ministration. How much money shall 
be raised by taxation, or borrowed, or 
spent or for what, may be determined 
at home, or it may be determined at 
the state capital according to exigen- 
cies of politics. If a city job is de- 
feated in council or vetoed by the 
mayor, the promoters persuade a com- 
pliant legislature to do it or order 
it done; and conversely, if a city 
undertakes a proper public enterprise 
to which an active minority is opposed 
they invoke, often successfully the 
interference of the legislature to pre- 
vent it. Where poiver is scattered, 
responsibility disappears. Neither 
.state house or city hall can be held 
accountable for what goes wrong. 
The people become discouraged and 
indifleretit, even to the character of 
their candidates for municipal office, 
knowing that if good men are elected 
they may be controlled or thwarted 
by a superior power, and trusting 
that if bad men are elected, the 
same powers can be persuaded to stand 
in the way of their schemes. 

In some of the later constitutions 
of the western states, cities are 
given a much larger power of self- 
government than they have elsewhere 
enjoyed. In important constitutional 
changes Massachusetts moves with 
healthy deliberation. A large measure 
of central control is essential to a 
symmetrical system. It is no easy 
task to draw the line between powers 
which ought to be wholly connded to 
the cities, and power must remain in 
the state and this is no time or 
place to undertake the discussion of 
changes in muntctpal policy so radical 
as to disturb the constitutional foun- 
dations. 

The adoption of city government in 
volves abandonment of the town 
meeting, justly regarded, not only by 
us who have been brought up under 
it but by all intelligent students of 
public questions, as the best form of 
local rule ever applied to our affairs. 
It makes every voting citizen a mem- 
ber of the governing body, with a 
direct share of the power and of the 
responsibility. The majority, which 
always desires good government is 
actually in control. For this, city 
government substitutes a representa- 
tive system wliich is not in fact rep- 
resentative. It does not as a rule, 
actually reflect the opinions or the 
desires of the people. Cut off from 
direct participation in the goverii- 
ineiit, diveteil of the sense of respon- 
sibility which goes hand in hand 
with power, his part reduced to vot- 
ing once a year, usually for the can- 
didates of a packed caucuse, the 
average citizen, except in some 
emerg’cncy, lapses into inditferviice 
and his weight ceases to be felt in 
the scale. Under the one system he 
is on the spot looking after his own 
affairs; under the other, while in 
theory represented by the oiie-hun- 
drcdlh or five-hundredth part of an 
alderman or couiicilinaii, in truth he 
counts for no more than a cipher in 
the sum total in the results. In pro- 
portion as the will and conscience 
of the individual citizen are eliiiiated 
from it, the character of the govern- 
ment by or for the people. Tlic pro- 
blem IS to bring back the people to 
the actual control of their affairs. 

The prevailing American form of 
city government, a mayor and a coun- 
cil of two brufiches.is an anachronism 
and as applied to the government of 
uiir cities, an absurdity. It is soiiic- 
t lines supposed to be copied from Eng- 
lish or other f^uropean forms of 
municipal government. It is really 
built upon a model much nearer ai 
hand, though ((uiteas ill-stiitcil to the 
purpose. Ill tfie struggle of centuries 
for popular rights, our English ances- 
tors worked out the fabric of king, 
lords and commons; an executive, 
head and a legislature of two branch- 
es, one rcjiresenting aristocratic 
power, tlie other the rights of the 
people. This general form w’as 
brought over to this country in the 
colonial charters, was naturally fol- 
lowed ill the earliest state constitu- 
tions and later in the federal cunsii- 
lutioii. When cities began to arise, 
it had become so fixed in the popular 
conception of goveriiiiient that it was 
curried into city charters, and there, 
with some slight variutiuns, it has 
always remained. A form of govern- 
ment essential to preserve the balance 
of powers and interests t>etween the 
great estates of the realm, In dealing 
with the pulicieii of a nation, may 
be very ill adapted to the control of 
a city under institutions founded on 
c<|ual rights and universal suffrage. 
City government, while not wholly a 
matter of business, as is sometimes 
said, consists so largely in the col- 


lection and disbursement of money, 
priiicipallya htisincss affair, that the 
machinery should be dated to the 
efficient conduct of such business. 
Among the people of a city there is 
no inatiiral division of classc.s or in- 
terests calling for distinct representa- 
tions, if there were, such represen- 
tation is not secured under the pres- 
ent fjrms. The only actual divisions 
between those who want the govern- 
ment prudently conducted and those 
who want the public funds honest 
ly applied to their proper uses, and 
those who do not. The original rea- 
son for a legislative body of two 
chambers— that each may represen t a 
diffcrciit class or interest— docs not 
exist. The remaining reason, to 
rescue a further deliberation and 
that each may be a check upon the 
excess of the other, is not satisfied 
by, the existing system. It does not 
in fact answer this purpose. In fact 
the two branches divide and weaken 
responsibility, multiply opportunities 
for bargaining and log rolling, and 
impair the directness and force 
which arc more essential in the con- 
trol of city affair that the larger 
deliberations which great public 
questions demand. 

It would seem that two rules or 
principles must govern efficient mu- 
nicipal organization. First, the 
whole executive force and responsi- 
bility should be vested in a single 
head ; on the principle tersely ex 
pressed by Napoleon in the aphorism 
that “nothing is so bad as a bad 
general, except two good generals.’.’ 
Second, all legislative power, the 
power to determine all questions of 
the general policy of the city, should 
be vested in a single council, so 
large as to be a real representative 
body. In short, the system must con- 
tain the means of developing the 
true public sentime nt by public dis- 
cussion, and the means of efficient 
execution of the policy and the meas- 
ure ordained by the deliberative 
branch. 

With the executive power should go 
the whole power of appointment and 
moval of subordinate officers, saving 
only that heads of executive depart- 
ments should hold not by fixed terms 
but until removed. 

The powers of the council being 
wholly of a legislative character, con- 
fined to settling the broader questions 
of policy which arise ^in affairs, its 
duty is substantially discharged in 
the enacting of standing ordinances — 
and the fewer they are and the leas 
they are tinkered the better — and in 
determining once in each year the 
amount and general destination of 
all appropriations, and of the tax levy 
on loans required to meet them. These 
questions once disposed of, the whole 
duty and power of carrying the policy 
of the council into effect is left to the 
executive. For all these purposes a 
few meetings early in the year would 
ordinarily be enough. The members 
of tl e council being thus relieved of 
the necessity of constant attendance 
and attention throughout the year, 
public spirited citizens may be in- 
duced to accept membership in such 
numbers as to make it a truly repre- 
sentative body ' of the whole people, 
restoring tocity government the vigor 
and directness of control, and the 
element of personal Interest in the 
governing power which was lost in 
abandoning the town meeting. The 
number may be as large as can con- 
veniently assemble for public delib- 
eration. Ill a city of moderate size, 
this would afford room for an ample 
representation of all elements of the 
population. It would permit a ratio 
of one member to each hundred in- 
habitants in any city of less than 
100,000, and proportionately more in 
smaller cities. Local feeling and the 
force of established customs would 
probably make it necessay to elect a 
substantial proportion of the council 
by wards, perhaps with minority 
representation, through this but an 
empirical remedy for the evils of par- 
lizanship. A substantial proportion 
should also be elected at large, until 
experience demonstrates, as it proba- 
bly would, that party lines cannot be 
observed, nor party influence control, 
ill the choice of so large a body. 

It i.s idle to talk of wholly elimin- 
ating the influence of political parties 
from any form of municipal govern- 
ment. Our habits of politinl thought 
and action will alsvays make them- 
selves felt. The existing party or- 
ganizations will always be brought to 
bear with more or less eftect. Non- 
partisan city government must be se- 
cured by indirection if at all. Fix 
upon the head of the government 
a degree of responsibility wliich he 
cannot evade and dare not abuse, 
and it will matter little w'hat party 
label he wears. Make the representa- 
tive body so broad that no scheme 
can be carried through it on party 
tines or from partisan motives and . 
the government will be as free of 
partisan influence as any government. 

I am not here to advise the people 
of Newburyport to disturb or experi- 
I ment with their local government. 

I The suggestions are contributed to 
the general discussion of a question 
of the highest unpurtunce to the in- 
habitants cf cities. There is much 
reason to believe that the reform of 
city governiiient in general at least 
ill cities of moderate size, must be 
sought and maybe found in the appli- 
cation of the principles thus briefly 
indicated. If the occasion should 
arise, this city is perhaps as well 
adapted as any in size, character and 
situation to put their merits to 
proof. 

Yet ^wlien a discussion touching 
forms of govcriiiiient is einled, the 
character of the people remains the 
vital thing. A thrifty and vigorous 
race will prosper in spite of bad gov- 
ernment. There is in all healthy 
human society a persistent tendency 
to elevate its conditions. It was long 
ago observed that no form or degree 
of misgovernment will do so much to 
make the situation of the people 
worse as the instictive efl'ort of every 
individual to improve his own situa- 
tion will do to make Jil better. It 
was a remarkable body of men that 
peopled this place. “They "were pre- 
ilestined by their own qualities, to 
political independence, but they 
would have grow in spite of kings or 
parliaments, if the folly of a mad 
king had not driven the American 
colonists to throw oil his rule, if it 
were possible to conceive of the 
colonies as continuing dependencies 
of the crown, the character of the 
Puritan ininiigration would have 
raised up here. In the fullness of 
time, a state so mighty as to over- 
shadow the imperial power of the 
COmtousl i>n pan* T.

It is no 
light task to hold up tlic standard 
raised by such a race— by the great 
men who have gone In and out upon 
this very spot. If some magic power 
could summon back to their former 
haunts the shades of the illustrious 
dead whose names and memory arc 
among the treasures of this city, 
what a glorious company would 
people these homes and streets!

Cities live in their character no less 
than individuals. The home of great 
men, the theatre of great events, the 
birtliplace of ideas and forces which 
have helped to move the world— these 
possess an interest which space 
cannot limit nor time subdue. It was 
the character of the men and women 
of Newburyport that gave the town 
its fame* It was settled and peopled 
by the flower of the Puritan immigra- 
tion; narrow men, perhaps, bigoted, 
austere, but possessed of the genius 
of free institutions, feeling in their j 
blood the equality of all men before 
tile law, meaning to be just, deter- ' 
mined to be free. Some things they 
ditl here whicli timid souls would for- 
get, but nothing that cannot be open- 
ly avowed. Much of the wealth of 
old Nesvburyport no doubt, came 
over the bar in the cabin or hold of 
the privateer, a hanger on of war i 
now passed into disrepute and one 
to soon — but privateering was then 
legitimate warfare and no worse than 
the rest. Every step in their history 
was traced in character and courage. ■ 
Look at them in the time of the cm- ' 
bargoes. Foremost as they had been 
among the patriots of the Revolution 
when the war of 1812 was forced upon 
the people — an unnecessary war, pur- 
sued by foolish measures, more disas 
trous at home than abroad — the men 
of Newburyport stood up and de- 
nounced it as foolish and unnecessary. 
They fought it openly. They de- 
spised the embargo, and trampled it ' 
under their feet. And who shall | 
say that this bold and manly stand 
against the blunders of an adminis- 
tration was not true patriotism than 
the servile complaisance that knows 
no right or wrong save at the com- 
mand of power? The patriot is 
he who sets his country right, and 
stands in the way when it goes wrong. 
If this is not patriotism, the Revolu- 
tion was not. I do not say that these 
men were all heroes, but they were 
men — not cowards, hypocrites, nor 
sycophants. They were neither 
ashamed nor afraid. It is an inspira- 
tion to recall them. It is a virtue to 
emulate them. Long may they be 
remembered here and long may the 
race survive upon this spot which they 
made forever memorable! 

And as it is character not numbers 
that distinguishes a city, I trust that 
no citizen of Newburyport is disturbed 
by the slow growth of its population. 
The welfare of a city, or the happi- 
ness of its people, docs not turn upon 
its place in a census-table. Moder.ite 
growth is natural, healthy and de- 
sirable. The rapid swelling of a city 
may be no less a symptom or prog- 
nostic of disease than the swelling 
ofa limb. It is no ill fortune that the 
character, the identity, of old New- 
bnryport has not been swallowed up 
and efi'aced in the swarming popula- 
tion which now sets toward cities, 
and submerges others less fortunate 
than this. There is a satisfaction in 
thinking of this ancient community, 
robed in the dignity of her past, con- 
tent to stand aloof from the hustling 
crowd in noble disdain of the folly 
that sees greatness in bigness— folly 
from which not even statesmen are 
exempt-folly even more fatal to na- 
tions than to men and cities. It is 
not difiicult to account for the posi- 
tion of Newburybort. But for more 
of her most characteristic and inter- 
esting traits, her people today would 
be counted by tens or scores of thous- 
ands. Newburyport may fairly claim 
to have been the great colonizing 
town of the great colonizing county 
of the great colonizing state in the 
union. Immediately after the Revo- 
lution, and to some extent before it, 
her people began to look abroad for 
“fresh Helds and pastures new.” 
Their pioneer blood would not allow 
them to rest in one spot hosvever at- 
tractive. The movmeiit thus began 
has never ceased. Her people have 
been scattered like the seeds of the 
pine, and like the seeds of the pine 
they liave taken root and grown. 
There is hardly a (piarter of the earth 
in wiiich they arc not to be found. 
It was said at one of your anniver- 
saries a few years ago that in the 
single city of New York svere then liv- 
ing three hundred natives of New- 
buryport. Her filaments cover the 
whole north and the great west as 
with an invisible web, every thread 
vibrating to her intluence and, bind- 
ing Conic uew and distant community 
to the parent stuck. Her children 
have settled slates; tiiey liave built 
towns and cities. If you svould num- 
ber the people of Newburyport, look 
for them by the rivers and bay of 
Maine, on the hills of New Hamp- 
shire, ill the fertile valleys of Ver- 
mont, where they were aniotig the 
first pioneer, beyond the Hudson 
and the Ohio, along the shores of the 
g-reat lakes, on the banks of the 
Father of Waters, all over the iiUiiis 
that stretch to the range of the Rock- 
ies and beyond to the Golden Gate- 
in every prosperous comnaiuity be- 
tween the Atlautic and Dacific seas 


on which the genius of New Eng- 
land has set its mark wherever New 
England energy has cleared the for- 
est, planted the soil, opened the mine, 
or harnessed the stream to the wheels 
of industry, wherever New England 
thrift bears fruit of prosperity, where- 
ever the New England conscience 
strengthens public probity and holds 
lip the standard of public morals and 
civic virtue, wherever the sterling 
New England character guides the 
thought and shapes the policy of states 
— there you will find the people of 
Newburyport, still sowing and gath- 
ering the liarvcBt first planted on 
Quascacnnqiieii by Thomas Parker 
and his little company near three 
centuries ago. carrying the old town 
in their hearts, feeling her own 
pulsations in their blood, inspired 
with her memory and vindicating her 
example — their numbers, character 
and influence bearing witness that if 
Newburyport has lost her own she 
has taken the nation in exchange. 

What events confront us in the 
half century which opens for us with 
this day, it is not given us to know. 
There will be changes, many and 
great. Science has but degun to un- 
lock the secrets and unloose the forces 
of nature. Thought is everywhere 
fermenting today as never before 
wiih the complex problems of human 
society. Even the character of nations 
seems changing — let the American 
people look to it that their own is no 
transformed. For Newburyport, the 
vista opens upon the fairest prospect. 
Seated upon this beautiful spot, where 
the Merrimac, theme of poetry and 
romance returns its waters to the 
sea. where the eye is held by a pros- 
pect of enchanting beauty — the spires 
and gables of the city, the smiling 
fields, the solemn woods, the silver 
river, the majestic waste of ocean — 
endowed with every agency devised 
bv man of the promotion of health, 
comfort, social elevation and material 
welfare, planted upon the stable 
foundation of varied and flourishing 
industries, quick with intelligence, 
charity, culture, relig’ion. and crowned 
with the halo of splendid memories — 
such are the happy conditions in 
which the record of the new half cen- 
tury begins. May it be written in 
prosperity. May it be written in 
honor. May it be written in the fear 
of God which is the good of man. 
May it be such that they who make 
it mav look upon it with satisfaction 
and they who come after with grati- 
tude and pride. And when tlie chap- 
ter is closed, when the children of 
Newburyport on this returning anni- 
versary, gather about the ancient 
mother to crown her with the gar- 
land of a hundred j'ears, may she say 
of this generation, with fond remem- 
brance, as she turns her smile un- 
dimnied by age on those who then 
surround her— “Among all my chil- 
dren who have chi?rished me with 
strong hearts and willing hands, 
they too, were worthy of my love and 
my benediction.
